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HEATING AND 


HE science of artificial heating of buildings represents 
one of man’s gestures of defiance to nature. The 
science of ventilation, on the other hand, is an ad- 
mission that we have to return to nature before 
artificial means can supply that which geographical 
inc'dence has denied. Heating alone may suffocate ; ventilation 
alone may chill or freeze ; but heating and ventilation judiciously 
ap) lied together may make rigorous latitudes temperate in fact 
s well as in name. The heating engineer must therefore be 
entilating engineer before he is much use tous ; anda good 
| of money might be better spent if that fact were borne in 
mi id in all the little jobs as well as the big ones. It is, perhaps, 
th little job which concerns us most, because the bigger jobs 
have sufficient scope for the best and most efficient thought 
an! experience to be applied to them at the early stage of the 
projects. 

‘he English fireplace, doomed to die to-morrow according 
to the prophecies of many yesterdays, like the monarch of 
history, “takes an unconscionable time a-dying.” To all 
appearances it remains a sort of altar of English home life, 
an! as such it remains even where modern science has supplied 
n alternative means of heating the interior of the house, and 
instances of the latter have increased a good deal in recent 
vears. A more general appreciation of the merits of the indirect 
cylinder, or calorifier, has no doubt accounted for this; for 
where many shrank from the expense and trouble of installing 
an maintaining a separate furnace for heating purposes, fewer 
bexrudge some little increase in the fuel bill where the same 
furnace that generates hot water for the bath and scullery 
sink can be applied to a radiator system. So we find a number 
of unpretentious houses complete with a few low-pressure hot- 
water radiators, run with very little trouble and expense. 

Whether this places the English open fire upon its death bed, 
or not, is a point which future history alone will decide ; but 
we can take it as certain that the English household is becoming 
more independent of the open fire than ever before ; and even 
if, as is probable, the latter remains with us for our time at least, 
the importance of the auxiliary means of heating becomes 
increasingly great. Questions of first cost, maintenance and 
efficiency must be related to an increasing degree of importance 
rather than to a minimum fixed standard. If these considerations 
could be satisfied once for all, the open fire might truly be near 
the end of its existence. 

[t may be only a phase in existence, but it really does seem 
that home life takes a less important place in the scheme of 
things than it did a generation or less ago; what is certain 
isthat the housewife has revolted with some effect against the 
tyranny of many irksome household duties, of which the open 
fire is not by any means the least. When the circle of armchairs 
round the hearth was the normal evening picture, the labour 
involved may have seemed worth while. Now that many 
counter attractions have made this home picture more rare, 
there is a different tale to tell; and we should look well 
ahead towards devising means whereby the health and comfort 
of the home may be more easily achieved. 

‘he small, combined plant, common to many post-War 
houses, does not quite meet the case, because already it seems 
to have achieved its utmost, while remaining dependent upon 
the open fire to fill the gaps in its sufficiency. The small boiler 
x boiler-range, which is easy enough for the housewife or 
servant to stoke and operate, will supply three or four radiators 
ft limited size very efficiently, but no more. If more are required, 
they must be recognised as alternative centres of heat, and a 
skilful control of valves maintained. This is not enough to serve 
ev-n a small house for all occasions and purposes. If a complete 
8) tem is required, a separate boiler and boiler chamber is

necessary, With a consequent increase of initial expense, main- 
tenance costs and domestic labour. There seems scope for 
further study of this question as it affects the small householder. 
It may mean some change in the design of boilers, or perhaps 
cheaper electric current may supply a means of forcing 
the circulation of water at a cost within the means of the small 
householder. Possibly electric development may offer unassisted 
electrical heating at a cost comparable to more familiar means of 
obtaining heat. 

But the important point about any such developments is 
that, however small the job, the heating engineer must remember 
that he is also a ventilating engineer ; because in competing 
with the open fire, he is competing with a rough-and-ready 
system which, more by luck than judgment, has contrived a 
sufficiently effective means of heating with a sufficiently 
effective means of ventilation. We often hear people declare 
that they cannot tolerate a central-heated room because it 
makes the air so dry. More often than not they have based 
their experiences upon rooms where this essential alliance 
between heating and ventilation has been neglected. It is not 
sufficient to heat the air of a room, or even to circulate it. Fresh 
warm air must be continually replacing the hot vitiated air 
which follows occupation. Yet it is seldom that we see adequate 
use made of the baffled ventilated radiator, which warms the 
air on its entry into the room. Still more seldom do we see 
any real attempt to dispose of the vitiated air by any other 
means than by the open window, which may not always be 
practicable. A little extra outlay in spare flues would give the 
opportunity of extracting the foul air at the point where it 
naturally collects, and would add a healthy comfort to our 
living rooms. Even though we ultimately give up the open 
fire, we may express the hope that groups of flues for ventilating 
purposes may still form part of the structure of the normal 
house. This will be good news at any rate to those who look 
upon the chimney stack as an important artistic characteristic 
of the typical dwelling house of this country. 

Another important point is the elimination of draughts. 
Winter after winter, nearly all of us catch cold or colds from 
just this cause alone, and become centres of infection for our 
fellows. The loss of mass efficiency from the common head cold 
must be annually enormous. We are apt to take it as the inevit- 
able legacy of our climate. We tell people we are all right 
except for “a bit of a cold” ; and our sympathisers will reply 
that we are “ quite in the fashion.” Yet a large percentage of 
these minor ills might be avoided if we only took trouble to 
maintain a supply of fresh air without draughts. Draughts are 
merely a sign of extreme differences of temperature, and 
wherever a house has one or two overheated rooms, with hall and 
staircase at winter’s temperature, there will draughts abound, 
and there will the common head colds abound also whenever 
conditions are favourable for their appearance. But wherever 
the temperature of a house 1s kept equable throughout, and a 
supply of warm, fresh air maintained at all times, there should 
the head cold and many worse forms of illness be strangers. 
We look to our practical scientists to contrive prevailing 
conditions under which the man with a cold in his head is not 
one “in the fashion,” but a curiosity. 

Finally we would warn the layman against entrusting the 
responsible task of designing a small heating and ventilating 
system to any one but the expert in the science. A semblance of 
efficiency is often achieved by an absurd superabundance of 
boiler power and pipe sizes, or by the manipulation of a number 
of regulating valves which would not be required in a properly 
graded layout. A few extra pounds in advice will often be 
returned with interest in the saving in fuel costs, quite apart 
from other considerations of maximum efficiency.

WHEN we remember that 
there are some four hundred 
London squares we realise 
how striking and valuable 
a feature these little oases of 
grass and trees make in the general aspect 
of London and how their preservation 
must be of the greatest value to the 
generalamenity. It is certainly of urgent 
moment that the Government should 
bring in a Bill to secure the permanence 
of its squares, which represent some 
four hundred acres of open space. The 
treatment of the squares in a proper way 
should follow as a matter of course. 
The unnecessary railings would disappear, 
and a right treatment of shrubs, trees and 
pathways would naturally be secured. 
We shall all look forward to the early 
action of the Government so that the 
immeasurable value of London’s squares 
may be made a secure possession to the 
public for ever.

Only after inquiry was it discovered that 
the majority of the members of the 
council had bought up land all along the 
proposed route !”

Proposed New County Hospital, Offaly, 
Ireland : Architect Required. 

We learn that Offaly County Board of 
Health has decided to advertise for an 
architect to prepare plans for the proposed 
new county hospital at Tullamore. 


The Hardy Statue. 

The memorial to Thomas Hardy, says the 
Daily Telegraph, will consist of a life-size 
statue in either bronze or stone, which will 
be placed in a commanding position in Dor- 
chester. Mr. Eric Kennington, of Moreton 
House, Chiswick Mall, London, has been 
invited by the Hardy Memorial Committee 
to carry out the work. The sum so far col- 
lected towards the memorial amounts to 
£1,263. A further amount of approximately 
£800 will be needed to complete the work. 


Memorial to Dorset Poet. 

It is learnt that Thomas Hardy, two hours 
before he died, suggested that a tablet should 
be placed on the house in Dorchester in which 
the Rev. William Barnes, the Dorset poet, 
lived for some years. Mr. Hardy left a rough 
sketch-plan for the memorial. A Portland 
stone tablet has been placed on the house, now 
a hairdresser’s shop, in South-street, with 
the words, ‘‘ William Barnes, the Dorset. 
_ lived here 1847 to 1862.’ The cost was 
yvorne by the Governors of Dorchester 
(Grammar School. 

Prehistoric Relics of Scotland. 

In a section set apart for the purpose in the 
Kelvingrove Art Galleries and Museum, Glas- 
gow, there is now on exhibition Mr. Ludovic 
McL. Mann’s personal collection of prehis- 
toric relics. The display comprises several 
thousands of the 40,000 objects which Mr. 
Mann has assembled, mostly as the result of 
his own researches in the field, over a period 
of many years. The exhibits are classified and 
arranged on the newer lines of museum prac 
tice, so that the relics may speak for them- 
4elves, and tell a connected story of human 
life and work in prehistoric times. 

Pro New Finnish Church. 

The Anglican community at Borga has 
accepted the design prepared by Mr. W. C 
Porte, F.F.A.S., of Howard-street, Belfast, 
for a new church to be built on a site over- 
looking the Gulf of Finland, at a cost of 
£9,000. The church will be constructed to 
harmonise with the general surroundings, 
which are rough and hilly, and the style of 
architecture will be dictated by the materials, 
which will be purely local. Accommodation 
will be provided for 180 people. 

Berwyn Chain Bridge. 

The famous old chain bridge crossing the 
River Dee at Berwyn, near Llangollen, was 
open for traffic on Saturday, after reconstruc- 
tion by Sir Henry Robertson, of Pale Hall. 
Built in the eighteenth century, the bridge 
was washed away by the floods of two years 
ago. The original chains, however, clung to 
the rocks, and refused to be carried down 
the stream. These chains are now replaced 
in position just as they were originally seen 
hy Telford, who used this bridge as his model 
for the great suspension bridge over the 
Menai Straits. 

Bank Reconstruction, Langham-place, W. 

Messrs. Barclays Bank, Ltd., whose head 
offices are at Lombard-street, E.C.3, are to 
erect new premises at the junction of Lang- 
ham-place and Cavendish-street, W.1, where 
Nos. 14 and 15 are about to be demolished. 
The upper floor of the new building is to be 
taken over by the Governors of the Regent 
Polytechnic for school purposes. The re 
building scheme is in the hands of Sir Herbert 
Baker, A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., of 14, Barton- 
street. W.1. The demolition contractor is 
Mr. Horace A. Cunis, Holland-street, S.E.1. 
St. Osyth Mill: Report on Proposed 

Demolition. 

Mr. A. R. Powys, secretary of the Society 
for the Protection of Ancient Buildings, has 
made a report to the Society on the proposed 
demolition of St. Osyth Mill, an old tidal mill 
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near Clacton-on-Sea, in consequence of a road 
widening scheme. In sending a copy of the 
report to the Clerk of the Rural District 
Council of Tendring, Essex, Mr. Powys 
states that ‘‘ while this society would regret 
the loss of so picturesque a building as is 
this mill, the reasons which have led you to 
advise your council that it should be 
destroyed are of such a nature that it will 
not take any public action to oppose the 
change.”’ A copy of the report has been 
sent to the Council for the Preservation of 
Rural England. 


Lulworth Castle : Probability of Rebuilding. 

In all probability Lulworth Castle, which 
was reduced to a skeleton by fire on August 
29, will be rebuilt by the owner, Mr. H. J. 
Weld, says the 7imes. Steps are being taken 
to preserve the towers and outer walls of 
the castle, which were badly cracked and 
burned, and builders and an architect have 
made a thorough examination of the build- 
ing. It was stated by Captain I. S. Mac- 
donald, manager of the Lulworth Castle 
Estate, that Mr. Weld had not yet come to 
a definite decision on the matter, but he 
was doing all he could to prevent the fabric 
from coming to any further harm. The re- 
building of the castle, however, was more 
than probable. The interior of the castle 
will be strengthened with scaffolding, and it 
is hoped to complete this work before bad 
weather sets in. One of the towers is liable 
to collapse. 


Enlarging Kingsway Tunnel. 

The work of enlarging the tunnel extend- 
ing from the Victoria Embankment under 
Kingsway to the junction of Southampton- 
row and Theobalds-road has now begun. 
The subway, which was constructed for the 
London County Council tramways, has room 
for single-deck vehicles only, and consists 
of two single tubes. These are now to be 
converted into one and deepened for the 
entire length in order to take double-deck 
tramears. The work falls into two classes. 
The extra depth will be obtained in the 
northern part of the tunnel by excavation 
above the existing level, but in the southern 
portion by digging downward. From the 
Kingsway tramway station to the outlet in 
Southampton-row it is proposed to take up 
the present roadway and to put down a steel 
deck just below the street level. This deck 
will support a concrete and asphalt road- 
way and will later become the roof of the 
reconstructed tunnel. It is expected that 
the work on the street level will be com- 
leted by January, and the tunnel will then 
be closed to enable the underground work to 
be begun. The subway will remain closed 
until the work is completed 12 or 15 months 
later 
Two Proposed Exhibition Halls, Manchester. 

Further details are now given in regard 
to the building scheme for Manchester, com- 
prehending a large hotel, an exhibition hall 
and sports club, said to cost £1,000,000. 
The site is at Lower Mosley-street, near the 


Central Station approach, and the main 
feature of the scheme will be a hall, with 
a span of 250ft., altogether free from 
pillars. The sports club will comprise, 


among other features, a dining-room and 
smoke-room, lounge, billiards-room, gymna 
sium, swimming-bath, and _ rackets-court. 
The hotel will be an eleven-story building, 
with 600 bedrooms. The architects for all 
three schemes, which will be separately 
managed, are Messrs. Charles Swain & 
Partners, Lloyds Bank Buildings, Cross- 
street, Manchester. 

Another scheme, which is in no way con- 
nected with the one outlined above, but 
which is, in part, similar, is the proposal 
to erect buildings on the site of the Salford 
Cattle Market, to be called Northern Olym- 
pia. Sir William Owen Williams, has been 
appointed engineer for the Salford scheme. 
The hall is to have a clear floor area, with- 
out columns or supports of any description, 
625 ft. long and 230 ft. wide. The architect 
is Mr. Robert Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., %, 
Redford-square, W.C.1.

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FROM LYONS TO 
TOULOUSE-—II 


By L. W. THORNTON WHITE. 


[ue next stage of the journey takes us 
over the picturesque watershed of the Velay 
mountains, a range giving birth to many of 
the famous rivers of France. If a morning 
tran is taken from Le Puy, it is worth 
while staying a few hours for lunch at Lan 
gogne, @ very small town not more thar 
half @ mile’s walk from the station. Your 
lunch will be quite unpretentious; you will 
feel, if you are wise, with the peasants, and 

fare will be homely and ungarnished. 
Fo: Langogne is an entirely rural place. The 
majority of houses down the main and side 
streets alike are for both man and beast. 
On» particular habitation I shall long re 
menber. Cows enter by the delicately carved 
Re iaissance doorway, bear a little to the left 
to avoid the staircase, and sink to rest at 

r pleasure in any part of the ground 
floor, all partition walls having been removed 
fo. their convenience! Monsieur and _ his 
good family enter by the same door, incline 
a little to the right, and, avoiding the 
chicken perchance perched on the newel cap, 
mount the staircase to their living quarters 
on the first and second floors. Most of the 
town is very colourful, for the local stone of 
which the majority of houses are built is 
varied alike in tone and texture. A rock- 
strewn stream runs busily through the place, 
a little away from the main street, from 
which a few interesting lanes descend to one 
or two rough stone bridges spanning the 
water. Providentially, the stream is rapid 
enough to carry away most of the refuse of 
the town, aiding in this respect the pure 
highland air in keeping the town habitably 
wholesome. For, again, Langogne is a rural 
place, and has 3,000 feet of altitude. You 
may wish to stay the night there and be 
thankful that the hotel is to be found in 

higher part of the main street. Even 
here tradition dies hard, but you may, again, 
be thankful that the proprietor has taken to 
automobilism and that you sleep in a room 
above his Ford car instead of above his 
trusty mare. 

An afternoon train runs a short distance, 
next, to La Bastide, a wayside junction and 
station for the thermal and holiday resort of 
St. Laurent, a few miles away to the east. 
The district is also noted as a venue for a 
small group of winter sport enthusiasts. An 

ur or so has usually to be spent at La 

Bastide, waiting for the next train, but the 
time can be very pleasantly employed with 
fellow travellers in the inn opposite the 
station, or in walking to the right down to 
the river and rustic little plastered church a 
few paces beyond it.

Leaving La Bastide-St. Laurent, the rail 
ascends the valley of the Allier, and in 
crossing one of the main ridges of the 
Cévennes attains an altitude of over 4,000 
feet. The country is very wild and scant of 
trees. The train passes under several tunnels 
built above the ground on exposed moor- 
lands, as protection against the snow and 
winds of the winter months. Most of the 
protection tunnels are stone-built, but many 
are little more than timber screens strutted 
in a manner strongly recalling railside hoard- 
ings in England which have lost their paper 
advertisemnts. Once over the ridge the line 
takes long sweeping curves down the western 
slopes before entering the gorge-like valley 
of the Lot. The descent of the valley is very 
beautiful and slowly undertaken, till the 
town and tourist centre of Mende, at the 
still refreshing height of some 2,500 feet is 
reached. 

Mende is a small cathedral town where 
two or three days may be spent with advan- 
tage at one of the smaller inns in the com- 
pany of local folk, or at one of the larger 
hotels with a cosmopolitan gathering of 
holiday makers attracted by the beauty of 
the district. Architecturally, Mende is curi- 
ously mixed, the sites of its buildings being 
in many instances more interesting than the 
buildings themselves. The cathedral, built

and rebuilt over many centuries, has that 
peculiarly clean and rather hard character 
one associates with the cathedrals of Switzer- 
land. On high ground in the centre of the 
town, it is very simple in its details, an attri- 
bute encouraged internally by the absence of 
capitals from the nave piers. In contrast to 
the general simplicity, the choir stalls are 
elaborate and look well. To the west of the 
town several winding lanes lead in a few 
paces down to the river Lot, up the steep 
sides of which many-hued cottages nestle in 
picturesque abandon. A narrow mediwval 
bridge crosses the stream, and forms, with 
some of the cottages, the subject of the ac- 
companying water colour (Fig. 9). It is 
worth while climbing to the top of the 
Causse de Mende, a crag towering almost 
vertically 1,000 feet above the level of the 
town. The ascent is fairly easy up a wind- 
ing path cut in the rock by monks, in order 
to reach a pilgrimage still in existence near 
the top. On the way one passes the Stations 
of the Cross housed in gabled niches—very 
colourful and quaint, but of little artistic 
interest. From the pastured foot slopes, 
through the pine woods which cover most of 
the Causse, to the comparatively barren sum- 
mit, is a very enjoyable climb. At the top 
the rocks are interspersed with numerous 
rock plants, a strong smelling lavender pre- 
dominating. The scent of the lavender com- 
bines with that rising from the pine woods 
below, creating an enchanting atmosphere 
one is not likely to forget. The Causse forms 
an unsurpassed vantage point from which to 
study Mende. As will be seen from the 
photograph (Fig. 10), the cathedral with its 
twin spires dominates the town. Surrounding 
it are wide tree-planted boulevards set out, 
as is the custom in many French towns, on 
the site of ancient ramparts. In the district 
around you will be able to pick out many 
seminaries housing goodly _ ecclesiastics. 
Robert Louis Stevenson, in his ‘‘ Travels 
with a Donkey,’ describes in detail a visit 
to one such establishment, for Mende is one 
of the places which R. L. 8. coaxed his un- 
usual companion to visit. : 

A pleasant excursion may be made, in 
holiday mood, from Mende to the Gorges 
of the Tarn. Char-a-banc parties run almost 
daily to a convenient point on the river, 
transfer to crude flat-bottomed boats, and 
glide up the river between vertical walls of 
richly coloured rock. The experience is novel 
and charming on a bright day, when river 
and rock, trees and moss, combine in ever- 
changing and enchanting hues. 

After a few days Mende must be left 
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behind and the tour resumed by local train 
to Le Monastier, a small junction on the 
main line to Béziers. Le Monastier is a very 
tiny hamlet, surviving, as its name indicates, 
among the remains of a once flourishing mon- 
astery. Several hours must be spent there in 
awaiting the next train, but they will be 
very pleasant hours indeed if you have pro- 
vided yourself with provisions and wine 
enough for a picnic lunch down by the 
river, which is very charming and but a few 
minutes’ walk over to the left from the 
station. Time will then probably permit of 
an exploration of the monastic remains in 
the village, centred around the church. 
There is many a noble vault protecting a 
humble haycart, many a housewife resting 
against a surviving oaken door, many a pig 
feeding in a refectory once more proudly 
used. If you have a soul for the antique you 
will be loth to leave Le Monastier; if you 
have not you will hurry back to the junc- 
tion (as indeed you will eventually have to) 
and catch a train on to Severac-le-Chiteau, 
passing several ruined castles and leaving the 
last of the Cévennes away on the left. There 
is nothing of interest at Severac beyond the 
ruins of a thirteenth-century castle on an 
eminence above the village, but it is profit- 
able to stay there a night and to arise in the 
morning before dawn in time to see the sun- 
rise over the hills. This may well and conveni 
ently be viewed from the carriage window of 
the early morning train to Rodez. The sun 
rises beyond the Cévennes, slowly and de- 
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liberately illuminating their innumerable 
summits and planes in every tone of gold 
and purple. 

After little more than an hour’s travelling 
the train respectfully stops in the valley of 
the Aveyron some distance away from Rodez, 
to which climbs an autocar connecting the 
town with the station. The early train 
arrives in time for one to enjoy petit de- 
jeuner, en plein air, at one of the comfort- 
able cafés around the War memorial square. 
Rodez stands on an elevated plateau, the 
sides of which have at one time formed ex- 
cellent natural ramparts. If you are obser- 
vant you will have seen this during the 
climb from the station and will no doubt 
compliment the breakfast waiter on the 
charming position in which ‘‘ Roh-day” is 
built. Whereupon he will look vastly superior 
and refer many times to his native town of 
‘“* Roh-dezzz,’’ for he is proud of the excep- 
tion which decrees that the final consonant 
shall be heavily pronounced. After break- 
fast, a walk around the boulevards surround- 
ing the town quickly gives an idea of its site 
and plan. At many points fine open views 
are obtained across the count through 
which one has but recently travelled. Dur- 
ing the walk it is instructive to stay and 
watch, and perchance chat with, the carpen 
ters who ply their trade with commendable 
openness by the side of the boulevard, under 
the trees or rudely constructed lean-to roofs 
against the walls of ancient fortifications. 
Most of them are accomplished craftsmen

and wield the adze and the unaided chisel 
with consummate skill. As the carpenter, so 
the wheelwright and the blacksmith may also 
be seen, artists in their respective crafts 
Skirting a portion of the boulevard is the 
high terrace wall of the archbishopric, built 
in the sixteenth century, and retaining a 
medieval character in spite of the later de 
tails in the springing and archivolt of its 
blind arcade. In the path of the wall is 
the sturdy Tour Corbiéres, built two centuries 
earlier, U-shaped on plan, thrusting its 
rounded end into the roadway in a defiantly 
defensive manner. A few paces away stands 
the cathedral, possessing one of the finest 
Gothic towers in France (Fig. 11). It is a 
beautiful composition, finely proportioned 
and enriched with great skill. It stands on 
a perfectly plain square base rising 20 feet 
or more in height without ornamentation of 
any kind—a worthy foundation upon which 
to erect the tower. Above the base, central 
windows are introduced into the still plain 
wall surface. Next the angles are stopped 
back to form attached octagons on plan, pre- 
paring the eye to receive the enriched wall 
surface and pierced angles of the next story. 
Higher still the angles free themselves from 
the centre part of the tower and finish as 
octagonal pinnacles attached only by means 
of small flying buttresses. The central por 
tion soars higher still, assuming an octagonal 
plan, and is carved and enriched with such 
profusion that every unstructural piece of 
stone appears to be cut away. Unfortunately, 
time has shown its disapproval of some of 
the more delicate stonework, but happily a 
few years ago a scholarly conservation of the 
fabric was carried out and lasting stability 
secured by the skilful insertion of one or two 
reinforced concrete ties. It is not until one 
mounts to the upper parts of the tower in 
ternally that the delicacy and daring of the 
construction is appreciated. The upper octa 
gon becomes, as we see it from the inside, 
little more than a generously pierced stone 
screen, while centrally on plan a stone spiral 
staircase ascends to the roof. This staircase 
is a masterpiece of stone construction. The 
steps are solid enough, but much more than 
one half of the surrounding wall is cut away 
in the piercings of traceried — 7 
sufficient vertical mullions being retai to 
secure the actual and esthetic stability of 
the structure. The medieval interior of the 
cathedral contains many interesting later ad- 
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ditions in the Renaissance manner, of which 
the entrance porch to the sacristy on the 
north side of the choir is perhaps the most 
interesting (Fig. 12). It consists of a large 
semi-circular headed opening surmounted by 
a row of shell-headed niches between panelled 
pilasters, crowned by a well-proportioned en- 
tablature. The great organ is an ambitious 
conception which would look much better 
without the dramatic flight of angels resting, 
apparently for a moment, on top of it. A 
stone screen on the south side of the choir 
holds interesting arabesque ornament in its 
pilasters and their pedestals. 

The numerous narrow streets around the 
cathedral contain many well-preserved _re- 
mains of medieval entrances (Fig. 13), 
cloistered arcades, etc., still in use A the 
occupants of the houses to which they are 
attached. The tower of the cathedral is con- 
stantly seen at the ends of vistas of cottages 
2s plain and severe as the tower is rich and 
oshcate. One of the best of these views is 
from the lower end of the Rue des Hebdo- 
madiers. Rodez is quite a small town, and 
unless you are tempted to linger in it with 
sketch-book and pencil, as I was, one day 
and a night is sufficient time in which to 
become acquainted with its charms, though 
you will doubtless promise yourself a more 
lengthy stay in the district at some future 
cate.

CORRESPONDENCE 


Official Architecture. 

Sim,—As the result of many years’ experi- 
ence in public offices I find myself in 
agreement with your _ correspondent, 
‘* F.R.I.B.A.,”’ that too many have a hand 
in a design. It is the rightly considered 
judgment of many that the public services 
of architecture badly need re-organisation. 
I have seen thousands of pounds wasted 
through wrong administration. The not un- 
beautiful drawings produced in these offices 
are more frequently the work of the very 
junior officials (designated architects’ assis- 
tants). These drawings form the basis of the 
contract, and as such they are the most im- 
portant part of an architect’s profession, 
and, I venture to suggest, the hardest. The 
head of a department is not slow to recog- 
nise this from the fact that the drawings are 
invariably signed by him, who may or may 
not be an architect. 

As an example of this I well recall the 
fact that a certain architectural department 
of a Government office employed a number 
of architects’ assistants at salaries of about 
£278 per annum, many of whom were Asso- 
ciates of the Royal Institute, with fairly 
wide experience in busy private offices. 
The work of these assistants was the sub- 
ject of criticism from the head of the 
branch, who was a student of the Royal In- 
stitute. It is obvious, therefore, that there 
is some need for re-organisation when a 
Government office is paying £800 a year for 
a student and £278 for an A.R.I.B.A. 

Many senior officials’ work could be car- 
ried out by a staff of ordinary clerks in con- 
sultation with the architects’ assistants; it 
would mean better work, less unnecessary 
alterations, and finally, from the ratepayers’ 
point of view, saving of unnecessary expense. 

Jvsticta. 
Concrete or Brick for Foundations. 

Sm,—Mr. J. R. Taylor, in your last issue, 
suggests that the below-ground portion of 
walls should be constructed of reinforced con- 
crete. For some years I have, with satisfac- 
tory results, made them of plain concrete up 
to the dampcourse. The bricklayers need not 
be brought on to the job until the damp- 
course has been passed by the Council Sur- 
veyor, so will never be kept waiting for him. 
Concrete 1 to 8 with Portland cement, as 
made now, is strong enough It is better in 
ordinary soils without reinforcement. If 
steel be introduced the concrete must be more 
carefully made and placed, consequently more 
expensive, otherwise damp may get in and 
cause corrosion.

this week the first premiated design by Mr. 
W. E. Armstrong, A.R.I.B.A. 


‘* Ideal House,”’ Great Marlborough-street, W. 


This building, the associated work of Mr. 
Raymond Hood, A.1.A., and Mr. Gordon 
Jeeves, F.R.1.B.A., was opened in the 
summer, at the corner of Argyll-street and 
Great Marlborough-street. The building is 
faced with polished black granite, with a 
slight, polished plinth and with emery bands 
also slightly projecting. Except for these 
and the enamel work on the openings at the 
ground floor and the main and subcornices 
and frieze, this at the penultimate floor, there 
are no projections to the building. The doors, 
window frames and glazing bars are of steel, 
treated with 22-carat gold leaf. The encrusted 
decorations to the main doors and display 
windows are in enamel on cast bronze, and 
the colour scheme is yellow, gold, orange, 
reen and red. The Royal Coat of Arms is in 
wronze and enamel. The main and subcor 
nices are in American green granite. 

The general contractors were Messrs. The 
Western Construction Co., Ltd., who were 
also responsible for the foundations, reinforced 
concrete, plaster, and joinery. Among the 
artists, craftsmen, and sub-contractors were 
the following: Willment Bros., demolition;

The build 
ing, which is finished with red Sussex facing 
bricks and French Portland stone dressings, 
was designed by Messrs. Hoare & Wheeler.

Ltd., of Dravton- 
gardens, 8.W.10 


Proposed House near Bromley, Kent. 


To be built of 11 in. hollow walls, stucco 
faced, and to have a sand-faced tiled roof. 
this house provides six bedrooms, the billiard 
room being over the garage and covered yard. 
The house is entered from the north east, 
and the principal rooms are at the back, 
facing south west. Messrs. Crickmer and 
Foxley are the architects. 


House at Folkestone. 


_ This house is situated in Jointon-road. 
Folkestone, and is being built for Dr. 
H.W. L. Molesworth. The external walls 
are faced with hand-made, sand-faced bricks 
supplied by Messrs. Henry Parker and Co. 
The roof is covered with red sand-faced 
tiles laid by Messrs. Roberts, Adlard and 
Co. The accommodation on the ground floor 
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includes a large entrance hall, four recep- 
tion rooms, laboratory, cloak-room, water- 
closet, kitchen, pantry, maid’s room, garage. 
etc., and on the first floor six bedrooms and 
dressing-room, two bathrooms and water- 


closets. A large studio is provided on th: 
second floor. The general contractors ai 
Messrs. Jenner and Sons, of Folkestone. 


Messrs. Wing and Webb, of Wolverhampton, 
supplied the ironmongery, and Messrs. Shanks 
and Co. the sanitary fittings. Messrs. Rosser 
and Russell carried out the central heating. 

The architects are Messrs. Kieffer and 
Fleming. 


Piccadilly Circus Station. 

The illustration which we give shows the 
booking hall of the Underground Railway 
station at Piccadilly-circus, an interesting 
example of engineering, architectural treat- 


ment, and decoration. The architects are 
Messrs. Adams, Holden & Pearson, 
FF.R.I.B.A. 


Shop Premises in Fish-row and Canal, 
Salisbury. 

The butcher’s shop in Fish-row stands in 
the place of a very old one which was a ‘on 
turesque feature of Salisbury, but as the shop 
floor was 2 ft. 6 in. below the pavement level, 
and ceiling only about 7 it. igh, it did 
not quite fulfil modern ideas as to hygiene, 
aud the proprietor of the premises decided to 
have his new shop of such a height that 
whole carcases could be hung and free ven- 
tilation assured. The copper front had also 
to be so designed that it could be completely 
removed on occasion, with a glazed sliding 
shutter for ordinary protection and a re- 
volving shutter for closing in the premises. 
These considerations largely governed the 
design. The site carries through to the Canal, 
which, however, is about 2 ft. 6 in. below 
the street level of Fish-row. There was also 
on this frontage no question of ancient 
lights, ete., to consider, restricting the height 
of the building. The shop and dwelling- 
house are so designed as to allow, if required, 
a doorway of communication between the 
lock-up shop and the side entrance. All the 
timber and joinery shown in elevations 1s 
English oak. 


The architect was Mr. G. L. W. Blount, 
F.R.1.A.1., of Salisbury and Adelphi, the 
builders being Messrs. Wise & Lansdell 


(Salisbury), Ltd. The shop-fronts were exe- 
cuted from the architect’s design by Messrs. 
J. & A. Steane, of Bournemouth. The 
wrought-iron vane forming the terminal to 
the ventilating turret was made by the Sarum 
Wrought Iron Works. 


New Premises, Victoria-street. 


The new exhibition rooms of Messrs. Allen- 
Liversidge, Ltd., the welding and acetylene 
engineers and manufacturers of dissolved 
acetylene, were opened on September 10. 
The shopfronts are of steel, used decoratively. 
The showrooms have been executed to the 
design of Mr. Joseph Emberton, A.R.I.B.A., 
ind the decorations in engraved glass are by 
Mr. Percy Metcalfe, A.R.C.A.. An ingenious 
system of shaded lighting—not a single bulb 
wr fitting is visible—illuminates the entire 
premises, but particularly throws into bril- 
liance the alcoves containing the various 
types of equipment which the firm produces. 
The whole of the work, including the glass. 
has been carried out by Messrs. Geo. Parnall, 
shop fitters, of Bristol. 


New Offices for 
Company. 
These offices are being now built at Trow- 
bridge in place of the old offices which incon- 
veniently jutted into the street. The front 
is in Bath stone from Corsham, with raised 
bronze lettering. ‘The contractor is Mr. H. 
Isley, of Trowbridge. The architect is Mr. 
Walter W. Snailum, L.R.I.B.A., of Trow- 
bridge, and the drawing which we reproduce 
is by Mr. A. C. Fare, A.R.I.B.A., of Bath. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


Romanesque Architecture in France. Edited, 
with an Introduction, by Jutivs Baum. 
(London : Country Life, Ltd.) Pp. xxx. 
280 plates. Cloth 4to. 42s. net. 

This volume was first published in 1910; 
but we are not informed as to whether or no 
this second edition contains additional matter 
The 280 fine plates, reproduced mainly from 
various French and German official sources, 
are in many cases whole-plate pictures; 
but counting in those running two, three and 
four to the page, there are, possibly, nearly 
400 objects shown, and these amply illus- 
trate the various schools of Romanesque 
architecture, and, quite apart from the text, 
will directly appeal to architectural students 

We could but wish that Mr. Baum’s tex: 
had been in larger type and printed on nor 
glossy paper for the benefit of those who ai 
compelled to read by artificial light. It 
would also have been a gain, in this secon 
edition, to have emended the errors in the 
lettering of the plates rather than leave to 
the reader the task of making the correction 
from a rather long list of “ errata.”’ 

Mr. Julius Baum’s text is a fine running 
commentary on the plates, and if, as he 
plainly indicates, he does not attempt to ex- 
haust an almost inexhaustible subject, his 
work stands as a fine scholarly introduction ; 
and his copious footnotes constitute in them 
selves an excellent bibliography. The 
smaller illustrations interspersed throughout 
the 31 pages of text are mainly ground plans 
of churches and cathedrals of the period 
under review, and show quite plainly the de 
velopment, in lay-out, from the simple 
Roman basilica (a type which Roman-Gau! 
apparently did not readily absorb) to the 
** Aulic” barrel-vaulted churches, and so on, 
to the single and multi-domed buildings and 
the Clunaic models of the pre-Gothic period. 

We make no attempt at an analysis of the 
scope of this useful volume, but we can 
heartily commend it to students of the 
Romanesque in France. Those who are not 
specially interested in the. actual architec- 
tural lay-outs will surely be fascinated by the 
wealth of carved details shown in photo- 
graphs of capitals, arcadings, portals and 
tympana, whilst the text affords a consider- 
able insight into the various influences at 
work in the architecture of the early and 
mid-Christian centuries in France ,

DEBATE 
XXIIl.—RAILWAY ARCHITECTURE. 
‘That the appallingly low standard of 
railway architecture and order is a sign that 
the railway is no more than an ugly interlude 
in the industrial life of the country.” 
Srr,—I have no doubt whatever that every 
architect in the country, whose opinion is 
worth having, will agreed with my descrip- 
tion of the standard of railway architecture 
as appallingly low. In 99 per cent, of our 
country towns and cities the railway stations 
themselves are dull, forbidding buildings, 
with no pretensions whatever towards taste 
or the barest semblance of it. Not content 
with this deliberate disregard of esthetic 
principles, the stations themselves have been 
allowed to collect innumerable enamelled tin 
aivertisements, whose sole merit 1s an ever- 
lasting quality, and whose chief objection 


is the same everlasting quality. Add 
to this the manner in which our 
charmingly accidental countryside has 
been guahed with the deliberate lines 


of the steel road, and how the curved 
cuttings in woodland scenery, which might 
so easily have achieved beauty, have been 
marred by the smoke and spark-borne fire, 
and it is easy to picture the amount of 
ugliness which the railway has imposed 
upon us. 

Looking to first principles, there seems no 
reason why the centres of embarkation and 
disembarkation from a train should be 


essentially more ugly than those from a 
boat; why a rail track should be 
essentially more arrogant than a bold 


avenue, why the blackening of train smoke 
should be more disfiguring than that of the 
oak beams over a farmhouse fire. We who 
are conscious of the fact of these differences 
must choose between two lines of thought : 
either that the railways must be purged 
of their original sins, and that we must go 
back to first principles to seek means of 
reform, or we must ignore railways 
altogether and look upon their history as 
something which were better untold and, 
still better, forgotten. If the former be our 
choice, we have an enormous amount of 
rround to cover; so enormous that we may 
well stand disheartened at the task, and 
remain thoroughly disgusted with the 
advance of civilisation. 

But if we can ‘persuade ourselves that the 
railways are approaching their doom, we 
can afford to see them perish, and pursue 
our alternatives with a determination that 
this age shall leave no similar legacy of 
pervading ugliness for those who are to 
come, I think that those who can feel that 
this is the case can face the problem with 
very much more courage than the others, 
ak Ge motion I have tabled is based upon 
this opinion. : 

The railway is the chief product of the 
industrial revolution. It was the offspring 
of the money-grubber, reared with an entire 
disregard for any of the higher instincts. 
Had people cared, our railway stations 
could have been made studies of architecture 
of which each town might have been proud. 
Had they cared, men clever enough to 
harness steam could have harnessed fire, so 
that the railway line should not blaze a trail 
of desolation. Had they cared, the track 
itself might have been a track of beauty and 
order. But they did not care; in fact, 
they had not sufficient vision and sense, for 
every railway line in the country marks a 
zone within which no decent house or 
establishment can be built, because of its 
ugliness and noise. 

I venture to suggest, therefore, that the 
railway is a misbegotten thing, over which 
we need shed no tears when it passes out of 
the scheme of civilisation. And I venture 
to suggest, also, that recent triumphs on 
land and in air point the way to alternative 
means of transport, which must prove all- 
sufficient in a very short time. For speed, 
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where this is vital, the air will carry our 
business men from one end of the country 
to the other. For convenience, our 
mechanical road transport will bring our 
workers from door of home to door of work- 
shop as quickly as the immobile railway can 
now dispose of them. For dispatch of goods 
our fleets of motor-lorries can do the task 
with a quarter of the wasteful handling 
which railway zoods traffic now necessitates. 
And if it is said that our roads will not 
bear the strain of all this extra mobile 
traffic, I can only suggest that the disused 
railway tracks, whi our progréss will 
leave derelict otherwise, will need only a 
bed of concrete to provide the finest system 
of arterial roads in this or any other 
country. 

Therefore I say let us look ahead to this 
outcome; let us see that we plant trees for 
posterity; order the design of service 
stations with respect to our higher instincts, 
and not bother our heads otherwise unduly 
about the pervading ugliness of the railway 
system.

THE AUSTRALIAN 
INSTITUTE 
OF ARCHITECTS 

We have received the following communi- 
cation from the Secretary of the R.I.B.A. :— 

An important step in the development of 
the art of architecture in Australia has been 
taken by the foundation of the ‘‘ Australian 
Institute of Architects.”” The president of 
the new body, Professor Hook, of Sydney, 
has just informed the R.I.B.A. of the fact 
by a cable conveying the greetings of the 
new Commonwealth Institute to the parent 
body in London. The President of the 
R.1.B.A., Sir Banister Fletcher, has replied 
by cable sending his thanks for the greeting 
and congratulating the organisers upon their 
work. 

Many years of preparatory labour have 
been necessary to secure this result. For a 
long time there was no connection of any 
sort between the architectural societies in 
the various States of the Commonwealth, 
and some of the States had no representative 
societies. The gaps were gradually filled and 
all these societies became allied societies of 
the R.I.B.A. Some years ago the separate 
societies established a ‘‘ Federal Council of 
the Australian Institutes of Architects” for 
the purpose of dealing with matters affecting 
Australia generally. This Federal Council 
was admitted to alliance with the R.I.B.A. 
and given representation upon its council 
and its allied societies’ conference. Now, at 
last, the Federal Council has been trans- 
formed into the Australian Institute of 
Architects and takes its place beside the 


other representative bodies of the Dominions 
Institute of 


the Royal Architectural t 
Canada, the New Zealand Institute of 
Architects, and the Institute of South 


African Architects—which are all working in 
harmonious alliance with the parent body, 
the Royal Institute of British Architects. 


Selby Abbey Church. 

For some considerable time the vicar and 
churchwardens of Selby Abbey Church have 
been perturbed by the constant peeling of 
the limestone, due, it is stated, to the after- 
effects of the fire in 1906. The architect be- 
lieves that the fumes from the coke stoves are 
also a cause of it. The trouble is becoming 
serious, and as the response to the appeal 
for £25,000 has been slow it is felt that the 
matter will have to be tackled not only care- 
fully, but economically, and the necessary 
scaffolding for the most urgent part of the 
work is being put into position. The removal 
of the dust is to be done by the suction 
process. It is proposed to instal electric light- 
ing in the church and to remove the anti- 
quated heating arrangements. 
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EXHIBITION NOTES 
Hammersmith School of Arts and Crafts. 

The annual exhibition of students’ work 
closed on Saturday after a three-days’ show. 
It is probably a sign of the times that the 
arts should tend to commercialism; that 
those branches of art which show a quick re. 
turn upon study should be most promising 
Such sections as drawing from the life and 
anatomy, still-life and portraiture, are woe 
fully deficient in imagination and technique. 
On the other hand, both junior sections of 
commercial art are full of the right kind 
of virility, and ideas are both plentiful and 
to the point. Several posters, especially one 
intended for the Underground, by H. Neave, 
and another advertising a brand of smoker's 
match, took our fancy in the senior section : 
the junior section ake appeared workman- 
like, one design for a poster for a decora.- 
ing firm, by H. Betteridge, being promisin 

Of the building subjects, there is little on 
show, the classes having been hampered 
through lack of accommodation, a hindrance 
which will be removed when the new sec- 
tions of the building are completed in a 
few months’ time. The plasterwork is sound 
if veering a little towards the stereotyped 
forms of expression. This also holds good 
of the cabinet-making and house-painting. 
The lettering and embroidery sections are at 
a good level. The general impression is one 
of sound teaching rather than any marked 
individualistic tendency on the part of the 
students. 

Recognised courses of study in evening 
classes at the School of Arts and Crafts in- 
clude architecture and building construction, 
modelling, design (which includes poster de- 
sign and commercial art), cabinet-making, 
house-painting and decorating, metal work, 
plastering and engraving. Of these the 
largest class is the building construction, 
whose students number 113. The courses of 
instruction include the preparation of draw 
ings and sketches illustrating the construction 
of every portion of a modern building from 
foundation to roof, together with a descrip- 
tion and specification of the materials em 
ployed in construction, and the methods 
adopted by all trades concerned with the 
construction, sanitation, water supply, heat- 
ing, lighting and decorative equipment of 
domestic, commercial and public buildings 
are emphasised and thoroughly explained 
Instruction is given in the preparation of 
approximate estimates of cost and valuation 
of builders’ work in all trades. The lecturers 
are Mr. E. Cavanagh, F.R.I.B.A., and Mr 
Ingleson C. Goodison. 


Arts and Crafts Exhibition, Bolton. 

At this Exhibition, which is part of the 
City of Bolton’s first. Civic Week and closes 
on Sunday, the building trade is prominently 
represented. The Exhibition, which was 
opened by Viscount Leverhulme on Friday 
aiternoon, occupies 30,000 square feet of floor 
am in the centrally situated Artillery Drill 

all, and its 50 stands are representative of 
the 300 manufacturing activities carried on 
by 80 Bolton firms. 

The building and allied trades are repre- 
sented at a stand which has been designed to 
introduce the steelwork, brickwork, joinery, 
plumbing, slates and tiles, plastering and 
painting, etc., required in a first-class struc- 
ture. Samples of brickwork, with sugges- 
tions for attractive and up-to-date pointing, 
are shown alongside samples showing cement, 
finish to outside walls, joinery details, French 
polishing, etc., while the interior of the stand 
contains exhibits of various boards, electric 
fittings, and reinforced concrete beams and 
principals. The design is by a Bolton archi- 
tect, and the whole of the work has been 
carried out by members of the Bolton and 
Farnworth Building Trades’ Employers’ 
Association. In addition, two modern-type 
houses have been erected in Victoria-square 
and completely furnished. This is the town’s 
principal square, and the site is one which 
has been partially cleared in readiness for 
big town centre improvement scheme.

Boarded Roofs. 
[Reety to “F. N. L.,” Sepremper 20.} 
Sir,—A boarded roof, if properly carried out, 
is a double roof. Boarding adds considerable 
strength to the framework. Having halved 
together joints it prevents a through draught, 
thereby checking snowdrift or driving rain. 
Counter battening should always be done; 
this gives a ventilated space between the 
board and the roofing and greatly assists the 
equalisation of temperature in the building. 
I prefer not to use felt, having found it 
induce dry rot by checking ventilation in 
some cases. Roof defects can generally be 
seen from the outside, and the leak, if serious, 
would tell its own tale.

Repairing Lease and Dry Rot. 

Sir,—In an agreement relating to a house 
which I rent it is stated: ‘‘ The landlord 
shall keep the roofs, main walls, and timbers 
in repair. The tenants shall put the premises 
in good tenantable repair, including the wood 
work where damaged by dry rot.’’ I had 
the floorboards where broken by rot replaced 
with new boards. Now I find the joists are 
eaten away by dry rot. I contend that joists 
are ‘‘ the timbers ’’ and the landlord is liable 
to replace or repair. He contends the tenant 
has to do this. The borough sanitary inspec- 
tor has called upon the landlord to reinstate 
the joists, fix in air-bricks, etc. The land- 
lord says the tenant is liable. The stench 
arising from under the floor is most objec- 
tionable and we are unable to use two im- 
portant rooms. Am I entitled to move out? 

READER. 


[*,*The landlord would appear to be liable 
for repairing the joists under the repairing 
clause given, and not the tenant. Further, 
the landlord is liable for any work conse- 
quent thereto as required by the sanitary 
authority; for instance, the fixing of air- 
bricks, etc. Presumably the house was let 
unfurnished, in which case the tenant is not 
in a position to break his contract of ten- 
ancy in the circumstances described; and at 
any rate, not until such time as the land- 
lord has refused to comply with the require- 
ments of the sanitary authority. The in- 
quirer will then have a remedy and should 
seek legal advice before taking any action. 
In the meantime, Creswell on “‘The Law 
Relating to Dilapidations” (The Builder 
Series, price 6s. nett) might be consulted, 
especially chapters II. to VI.—Ep.]

Sm,—Adverting to this inquiry and the 
replies of ‘‘ F.S.I.” and ‘‘ Justice’ of Sep- 
tember 6 and September 13 respectively, it 
should be understood that the whole matter is 
one that is ruled by the terms of the con- 
tract. If under the contract the architect’s 
certificate is ‘‘ a condition precedent to pay- 
ment’ and “ final as between the parties,” 
the architect, of his own accord, and when 
not interfered with or influenced by the em- 
ployer, can withhold a certificate, and the 
contractor has no remedy against the em- 
ployer, for there is no covenant on the part 
of the employer with the contractor that the 
architect shall certify. Nor can the Court 
compel an architect to certify in such cir- 
cumstances. Nor can a contractor obtain 
relief in equity if an architect is proved to 
withhold his certificate unreasonably. But 
if fraud, corruption or misconduct on the 
part of the architect is proved the Court will 
interfere. So, too. if there is collusion be 
tween the architect and the employer as to 
the architect certifying. Nevertheless, a con- 
tractor can recover without a certificate if 
the employer takes advantage of any wrong- 
ful or unreasonable delay on the part of the 
architect in certifying. See Kellett v. New 
Mills U.D.C. (1900), 2 H.B.C. 298.

(i) Brushes for oil and water- 
colour painting ; 
(ii) Prepared canvas. 
4.—Slates for roofing. 
5.—Lattice reinforcements and stirrups of 


iron and steel for concrete con- 
struction. 

6.—The following articles of iron and 
steel :— 


(a) Blank and screwed bolts, nuts and 
rivets (other than wire rivets) ; 

(b) Blank and tapped nuts, hexagon and 
square; set screws, hexagon and 
square, and head coach screws, 
hexagon and square; boilermakers’ 
and engineers’ studs. 

7.—Machinery belting (including conveyor 
and elevator bands) other than belt- 
ing or metal. 
8.—Strap butts (also known as millband 
or belting butts) of leather, dressed 
or curried. 
9.—Wall-papers, ceiling papers and simi- 
lar wall and ceiling decorations, in- 
cluding borders and friezes made of 
paper, wood pulp or similar materials.

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THE LAW OF DISTRESS. 


Ir is curious that in the year 1929 an 
important decision should have had to be 
delivered on a Statute passed in 1689 on the 
law of distress, but in the recent case Davies 
v. Property and Reversionary Investments 
Corporation Lim. (1929 r B. 222) a 
Divisional Court has had to consider the form 
of notice under that Statute. Up to the yea 
1689 there was no power to sell goods taken 
in distress; they were only held as pledges. 
The Act Will. and Mary Sess. 1 c. 5 intro- 
duced a power of sale, but notice of the 
distress after it was taken, together with the 
cause of such taking, had to be given im 
writing (Wilson v. Nightingale (8 Q. B 
1034)), and five days had to elapse before the 
goods were appraised and sold, in order that 
in that interval the tenant or owner of the 
goods might have the opportunity to replevy 
In the case in question, the plaintiff was the 
tenant of a flat and the defendants were land 
lords. The quarter’s rent due at Lady Day, 
1927, amounting to £32 10s., was in arrear, 
and on May 2 the defendants caused a distress 
to be levied by a certificated bailiff under 
section 2 of the above Act. 

The material point in the notice was the 
inventory, which first specified certain goods 
taken, ‘ Sitting-room (various articles, e.g., 
carpet, two bookcases, sideboard), bedroom 
(various articles, ¢.g., four pictures, ward- 
robe),”” but then proceeded, “‘ and all other 
goods upon the premises (unless specially ex- 
empt) sufficient to satisfy the amount of this 
distress and expenses.’’ On May 20 varivus 
goods were sold, including part of those 
specially mentioned in the notice, but also 
other goods not specifically mentioned, and 
the plaintiff brought this action for illegal 
distress. 

The point raised was whether this notice 
was a sufficient notice to comply with section 
(2) of the Act of William and Mary Sess. 1 
«, 5, the Act of 1689, and the Official Referee 
had held that the sale was illegal on the 
ground that the notice was insufficient. 

The law is really contained in two cases— 
Wakeman vr. Lindeey (1850) 14 Q. B. 234) 
und Kerby v. Harding (1851 6 Exch. 234), 
which both turned upon the words “ notice 
thereof ’’ in the Statute, but which are rather 
difficult to distinguish. The form of notice 
in the first of the above cases consisted of a 
short inventory : ‘‘'Tap-room, one clock and 
weights, etc.,”” and ‘‘any other goods and 
effects that may be found in and about the 
suid premises to pay the said rent and ex 
penses of this distress.’’ 

This notice was subjected to severe 
judicial comment, but it was held good on 
the ground that it comprised a/l the goods 
and effects on the premises, and amounted to 
indicating that all the goods would be taken, 
end the word “all” was a sufficient term of 
description in this connection. 

In Kerby v. Harding, some particular 
chattels were enumerated and described, 
and the notice proceeded: ‘“‘And all other 
goods, chattels and effects on the said 
premises that may be required in order to 
eatisfy the above rent, together with all 
expenses.” This notice was held too vague. 

The distinction between the two cases is 
clearly shown in the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Humphreys in the case we are considering, 
Davies’s case. He is reported as saying that 
in’ Wakeman v. Lindsey it was assumed 
that the person who distrained intended to 
distrain upon all the goods that were upon 
the premises, and as between the landlord 
and the tenant the Court came to the con- 
clusion, though with considerable hesitation, 
that the expression “any other goods and 
effects that may be found in and about the 
said premises” was an indication that all 
the goods which, in fact, were upon the 


premises were then seized, and that if a 
notice states sufficiently clearly that the 
seizure is a seizure of all the goods upon 
the premises, it is not necessary to set out 
the goods in detail; but the distinction 
drawn between that case and Kerby v. 
Harding rested upon the four words * that 
may be required,” because those words 
made it uncertain what goods were taken. 

Applying the decision in Kerby v. Hard- 
ing to the present case, the Court held that 
there was no distinction between the words 
used in that case. “All goods that 
may be required in order to satisfy the 
above rent” and those used in the case 
under consideration: “All . . . goods upon 
the premises sufficient to satisfy the 
amount of this distress,” and that the notice 
was too vague and the distress bad. It was 
pointed out by Mr. Justice Talbot that in 
Wakeman v. Lindsey the word “all” was 
held a word of description, because if “all 
the goods” is more than is required, the 
landlord is in peril for having taken more 
than is required to satisfy the debt. The 
law of distress is very complicated, but these 
cases show that it is better to make a 
detailed inventory to accompany notice of 
the distress, which must be in writing, and 
should state the amount of the rent in 
arrear and the amount due for costs, than 
to rely on any general expressions. 


Workmen’s Compensation : Infant Workmen. 

It is provided by section 11 sub-section 
(2) of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1925, that where the workman was at the 
date of the accident under 21 years of age, 
and a review takes place more than six 
months after the accident and before the 
workman attains 21 years of age, the 
amount of the weekly payment may be 
increased to such an amount as would have 
been awarded if the workman had at the 
time of the accident been earning the 
weekly sum which he would probably have 
been earning at the date of review if he had 
remained uninjured. 

In a recent case, Nugent v. Londonderry 
Collieries, Ltd. (Weekly Notes, August 24), 
a youth had on March 31, 1925, met with an 
accident arising out of and in the course of 
his employment, he being at the time 153 
years of age and being employed as a driver, 
at which he earned 14s. 9d. a week. He was 
totally incapacitated and was paid compen- 
sation 14s. 5d. a week until October, 1927, 
when the compensation had been increased to 
19s. a week on the basis that but for the 
accident he would have been earning 26s. 
a week. The young man died July 29, 1928, 
as the result of his injuries, and the ques- 
tion then arose whether or not his father 
could claim to be partially dependent on him 
at the date of his death. At the date of the 
accident it was admitted there was no de- 
pendency as the son was costing as much to 
keep as he brought into the family budget, 
and this equally applied until the compensa- 
tion was raised to 19s. a week. Then there 
was a profit to the family on the compensa- 
tion and his father claimed to be a partial 
dependant. 

The Court of Appeal, affirming the county 
court judge, held that the question of de- 
pendency had to be determined at the work- 
man’s death under section 4, subsection (1), 
which provides : ‘‘ The dependants of a work- 
man entitled to claim compensation under this 
Act where the injury results in death are 
such of the member’s family as were wholly 
or in part dependent upon the earnings 
of the workman at the time of his death...” 
and therefore in a case like this where death 
was not instantaneous the dependency must 
be ascertained in reference not to the earn- 
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ings at the date of the accident but to : 
earnings that but for incapacity due to t/ 
accident the workman would have been earn 
ing at his death. 
Actions for Personal Injuries and Insurance. 
In a recent case where the plaintiff was 
sueing for personal injuries sustained in a 
street accident (Grinham and Another v, 
Davies, 1929, 2 K.B. 249), an interesting 
point was discussed as to the divulgence of 
the fact that the defendant was insure. 
The counsel for the plaintiff had read z 
letter from which the county court judze 
drew the inference that the jury had become 
acquainted with the fact that the defendant 
was insured, and as there is a settled rule 
of practice in cases of this kind that the 
jury shall not be informed by or on behalf 
of the plaintiff that the defendant is 
sured, the judge discharged the jury and 
ordered the case to be tried before another 
jury. The action of the judge was the sub 
ject of appeal to a Divisional Court, and 
that Court found that the onus was on te 
appellant, and as they had not proved that 
the judge was mistaken in fact and the jury 
had no doubt, though unintentionally, been 
informed that the defendant was insure, 
the judge was — in the course he had 
taken. This rule should be noted, for some 
times plaintiffs conduct their own cases, and 
a disclosure of this kind may involve thei 
in considerable extra expenditure in cos's. 
We refer to this case, however, because it 
contains some observations on the effect of 
this rule made by Mr. Justice Talbot but 
quite outside his judicial decision. He ex- 
pressed no doubt whatever on the existence 
of the rule, but made some interesting ob- 
servations on its advantages or disadvan 
tages. In the first place he observed that no 
jury in these days can avoid having a sus- 
picion that the defendant must be insured, 
and no one can say whether or not they 
give effect to that suspicion in any particu- 
lar case, and therefore in his opinion it 
was doubtful whether the rule works for 
justice, as it would be better that the jury 
should have the advantage of the addresses 
of counsel on the point and the express 
direction of the judge that the matter is one 
to which they should pay no attention. 
Secondly, the learned judge expressed the 
opinion that the rule causes injustice in a 
different direction, for in cases of this kind 
the damages are more often inadequate than 
excessive, and frequently when a defendant 
does not appear to be very affluent and 
where a heavy award of damages is justified 
on the facts, the jury do not award the 
proper sum they would award if they knew 
the defendant was insured. Thus he con- 
sidered that it would be much better if the 
whole matter were disclosed, because then 
the attention of the jury would be explicitly 
directed to the fact that in considering 
damages the one matter they should take 
into account was the nature of the injury. 
The reasoning of the learned judge under 
the second head seems slightly destructive 
of that under the first head, for it involves 
the assumption that a jury, knowing the de 
fendant to be insured, would give higher 
damages than if that were not the case 
The old rule seems to have much to justify 
it, especially if it were permissible for the 
Court, quite apart from any particular di 
closure, to give a general direction to the 
jury that no considerations as to insurance 
arise before them, and that it is a ques- 
tion not to be regarded at all by the jury 
and if taken into consideration would invali- 
date their verdict. We are not, however, in 
a position to state whether such a course is 
oven to the Court, but having regard to the 
observations of the learned judge on the sus 
picions on the question of insurance often 
present. to the minds of juries, it appears, 
if necessary, the rule might be altered ‘o 
this effect to advantage. 
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PROGRESS IN THE USE OF GASEOUS FUEL 


Tue bonds of interest between the building 
rade and the gas industry have been 
strengthened and enlarged by developments 
in various directions during the past year. 
[hey have been strengthened on the one hand 
by the growing tendency of the architect and 
the ouilder to consult the experts of the gas 
ndustry on technical problems relating to 
gas appliances and their installation, and on 
the other hand by the co-operation of archi- 
tect: with the gas industry in their efforts 
furti'er to improve the external design of 
as .ppliances, notably gas fires; also by the 
ttention given to details connected with the 
use of special gas flues built in the thickness 
of t1e walls, and the design of suitable ter- 
min. ls. The community of interest has been 
enla'ged by the adoption of gas for a num- 
ber of large-scale heating operations for 
whi h, until fairly recently, solid fuel would 
have been used. 

G.s Freres s AkcurrecturaL Heap- 
gua \rERS.—One of the most interesting pub- 
lica' ions of the gas industry during the past 
year was a book giving interior views of the 
ea (quarters of the Royal Institute of British 
\rcultects and of the Architectural Associa- 
tion. The views showed that in both these 
buildings gas fires of excellent design had 
been fixed in or in front of what were 
rig nally coal grates. In every instance the 
orig'nal mantelpiece—in many cases designed 
yy » great architect of the past—was retained, 
and the gas fire was carefully chosen to har- 
monise with it. The gas supplies to many 
of ‘he fireplaces were ‘* concealed’; that is 
iy, the supply pipes were brought be- 
1 the hearths to the fires. Most of the 
have duplex taps by means of which a 
or the whole of the fire can be left alight. 


as desired. A second tap is, of course, pro- 
vided under the floor boards outside the 
hearth, and this is made accessible by a small 
metal trap-door. The fires fixed are of de- 
signs which are available for general use. 
A Mover Kircuen ror ARrcurrecrs.—At 
the headquarters of the Architectural Asso- 
ciation some 80,000 meals are provided each 
year for its members and students. The 
recent reorganisation of the kitchen to cope 
with the increasing demands for meals pro- 
vided an opportunity to equip it with the 
latest types of large-scale gas-cooking appli- 
ances. During their training, students view 
this installation, and a number of them have 
come back to it afterwards when, in course 
of their professional activities, they have 
been confronted with practical problems con- 
nected with the design and equipment of 
large kitchens. The central feature of the 
kitchen is a 4-oven ‘‘ Langham” central 
range with half the hotplate closed. The 
ovens are externally heated, and the whole 
‘ange is ventilated by an aluminium and 
wired-glass canopy, the top of which is con- 
nected to an existing brick flue by a metal 
one. Other appliances are a 10-gallon gas 
boiler, a gas-heated steamer for vegetables 
and puddings, a stock-pot stand, a toaster 
ind griller fitted with a device which auto- 
matically turns down the gas when the grid 
is withdrawn and turns it up when the grid 
is inserted, and a 4-foot carving table and 
hot closet. ; 
SMOKELESS EQUIPMENT FOR THE SMOKE 
ABATEMENT Socrery.—The Smoke Abatement 
Society and National Playing Fields Associa- 
tion recently removed their headquarters to 
a building in Eccleston-square, originally a 
private residence. They decided at the out-

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set to have no coal in the building. A coke 
boiler was installed for heating up water for 
lavatory basins and for cleaning purposes 
and gas fires (thirteen in all) were fixed in 
their boardrooms and offices, these being the 
sole sources of artificial heat for the building. 

Gas Freres in Nursgs’ BEepRoomMs, Erc.— 
The medical profession are daily showing 
their practical interest in the abatement of 
smoke. One of the most recent installations 
of smokeless heating is that in Queen Char- 
lotte’s Hospital Nurses’ Home and College, 
where about one hundred gas fires with con- 
cealed boiling burners have been fitted in 
the nurses’ bedrooms. These fires have been 
provided with small ‘‘ check ’’ meters which 
enable the nurses to use the fires whenever 
they desire by putting a coin in the slot. 
The nurses oud appreciate the small boil- 
ingtings for heating up water and milk 
quickly when they come in from duty. This 
installation of gas fires was ordered in spite 
of the low cost per unit at which electricity 
for heating purposes could be obtained in 
the district. 

Not only is gas becoming the generally 
adopted heating agent in hospitals and nurses 
quarters, but members of the medical pro 
fession are using gas fires in growing num- 
bers in their surgeries and homes. In the 
area of the Gas Tight and Coke Company 
records show that no fewer than 5,300 
medical men residing or having consulting 
rooms in their area of supply are using gas 
fires. One of our most noted physicians has re- 
cently had 14 gas fires installed in his coun- 
try home. He first installed three gas fires 
with dogs, finished respectively in pewter, 
brass and copper. The surrounds were made 
in materials to match, and the gas supplies 
were concealed. So satisfied was he with 
their appearance and the comfort gained 
from them that he had three more fires fixed 
in other rooms. Later on the house was 
altered and new quarters were provided for 
the servants. Gas fires were then fixed in 
the servants’ bedrooms. In the dining-room 
of this house a ‘“‘ Cinderella’’ fire in oxy- 
silver finish was fixed, and a surround and 
canopy in a copper finish was specially con- 
structed. The ‘‘ Cinderella’’ fire, when 
alight, closely resembles glowing coke. This 
instance is quoted in order to show the 
general trend of affairs so far as the heating 
of houses is concerned. Already the Gas 
Light and Coke Company, London, is fixing 
additional gas-heating appliances at the rate 
of 40,000 a year. 

Horet Gas Frees,—Turning now to hotels, 
reference may be made to the Alexandra 
Hotel, Knightsbridge. This residential hotel 
is one of a number owned by Messrs. M. F. 
North, Ltd., by whom it was recently taken 
over. The whole building, since its transfer 
to Messrs. North, Ltd., has been remodelled 
and re-equipped on up-to-date lines, the archi- 
tect being Mr. R. M. Pigott, F.R.I.B.A. 
Among the new equipment are lavatory 
basins with hot a cold water taps, and 
telephones and gas fires in bedrooms. The 
total number of fires installed is 103. In 
fourteen instances the original mantelpieces 
were retained and gas fires were fixed in or 
in front of the old grates, Antique brass 
surrounds were used for covering the spaces 
behind the gas fires and to conform with 
the mantels. In every other case the old 
mantelpiece and coal grate were removed and 
a combined tiled fireplace and gas fire were 
substituted, The fireplace used throughout 
for this purpose was the “ Bell” (made by 
the Bell Range and Foundry Company). The 
designs and colours of Dutch tiles chosen 
were varied so that they harmonised with 
the decorations of each room; some of the 
most attractive were in blue-grey and grey, 
and in stone and light grey brown. The gas 
fires were of sizes suited to the dimensions 
of thg rooms. Each fire has its own small 
shilling-in-the-slot gas fire check meter en- 
closed in a plain wooden box, afterwards 
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painted and varnished by the builders to 
match the other paint-work in the room. The 
outside dimensions of the box are 12 in. wide 
by 16 in. high by 8} in. back to front. 


A few details here regarding the provision 
of mains and services may be of interest. A 
5-in. main supply from the meter was run 
along the basement, and teed off at conveni 
ent points for risers in 2-in. pipe reduced 
gradually until on the higher floors they are 
of 1j-in. pipe. From these risers supplies 
were taken under the floors in varying sizes 
finishing in }-in. at each position for a gas 
fire. The 3-in. main supply also provides gas 
to the kitchens and service rooms, where there 
we a number of large gas-fired units—boiling 
tables, salamanders, pastry ovens, hot closets 
and carving tables, boiling rings and the like 
The order for gas fires for this hotel resulted 
from Mr. North's satisfactory experience of 
the use of gas for heating in the many othe 
hotels owned and controlled by him. The 
popularity of gas fires for heating bedrooms 
in hotels may be judged from the fact that 
in the area of one London gas undertaking 
over 30,000 hotel bedrooms are provided with 


gaseous heating. 


Gas un A Resiwentian Cius.—Residential 
clubs are also being equipped with gas fires. 
The Three Arts Club, 19a, Marylebone-road 
a residential club for musicians, painters and 
sculptors, in which quite a number of well 
known artists have private rooms—has for a 
long while now been equipped with gas fires 
und gas-heated radiators. As these were of 
a rather out-of-date pattern, however, they 
have recently been replaced by 49 of a more 
modern type of attractive design, each with 
a gas fire meter. Meals for residents are 
provided in a central dining-room, and are 
cooked entirely by gas, the kitchen equip 
ment (also recently brought up to date), con 
sisting of a double-oven cooker, two grilleis 
and toasters, a hot closet and carving table 
and a vegetable steamer. 


Frres.—Before 
methods of heating by 
yas, mention should be made of the new 
radiants for gas fires. For some years now 
experiments have been in progress with a 
view to providing a gas radiant that will 
give out the shorter infra-red rays—rays 
which pass through the skin and warm the 
blood without having a scorching effect on 
the skin. Success has now been achieved 
Radiants (similar in external design to those 
in general use) are now being manufactured 
which produce, when heated, a radiation more

than ever like that of the sun. These radi- 
ants—the result of extended research in the 
laboratories of Radiation, Ltd.—are the 
standardised equipment on all fires supplied 
by this large combination of gas fire manu 
lacturers, 

Centrat Heatinc.—<An interesting develop- 
ment during the year is the growing number 
of inquiries relating to the use of gas fo 
central heating. The efficiency of the water 
heating operation in large gas-fired boilers 
has been Seonht up to a high level. This 
fact—to which must be added (1) the saving 
in labour, (2) the saving in storage space, 
which was hitherto required when solid fuel 
was used, (3) the satisfactory application of 
thermostatic control, and (4) the practicability 
of fixing the boilers in positions unsuited to 
those heated by solid fuel, such as on the 
upper floors of buildings—is undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for its recent adoption in London 
and the provinces in a number of large build- 
ings designed by leading architects. Two 
installations of this kind may be referred to 
here. 

Tae Heatinc or A CoLteGe CHAPEL.-- 
A new chapel to the design of Mr. P. 
Morley Horder, F.R.I.B.A., has been erected

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in the grounds of Westfield Uotlege, Kidder- 
pore-avenue, Hampstead (a branch of the 
University of London), by Mr. W. Cooke, of 
Southfields. It is centrally heated by a Pot 
terton No. 5R gas-fired boiler, capable 
age a maximum of 120,000 B.T.U.s pe 
10ur, and one 24 section and six 32 section 
4-column ‘‘ Classic ’’ radiators. The boiler is 
fixed in a heating chamber built below ground 
level. The hot water work was carried out 
by Messrs. Davey and Roberts. 

THe Heatinc or a New Tueatre.—Thic 
Duchess Theatre, Catherine-street, Strand, is 
now almost completed. For its main heating 
a 5 B.H. Spencer-Bonecourt gas-fired boile 
capable of generating a maximum of 1,464,000 
B.T.U.s per hour, is being installed. This 
boiler will heat up the water for the radiators 
in a ‘‘Plenum”’ heating and ventilating plant 
It, will also supply hot water to a number of 
hot water radiators, and to a calorifier whic! 
heats up water for 24 hand basins and sinks 
Contrary to the general practice in the past 
of fixing the central heating boiler in tle 
basement and ensuring circulation by gravity 
the gas boiler in this case: is fixed on the 
top floor, and the circulation is accelerated 
by a small pump fitted on the “ return” 
pipe. Thus valuable floor space in the lowe 
portion of the building has been rendered 
available for more remunerative purposes, and 
heavy expenditure on a chimney-stack has 
been obviated. A Potterton No. 293 gas 
water heater has also been installed for heat 
ing up water for lavatory basins in the dress 
ing-rooms at the side of the stage. 

The meter installed for the registratior 
the gas consumed by the plant described 
above is one of the new “ high capacit 
types and occupies a space only 54 in. hig! 
by 48 in. wide by 34 in. deep. In view oi 
its comparatively small dimensions it was pos 
sible to fix this in a small recess under a 
staircase. An ordinary meter of the neces 
sary capacity would have occupied at least 
twice the space. The architect of this theatre 
is Mr. Ewen Barr. The builders are Messrs. 
F. G. Minter, Ltd. The Plenum plant 
the gas boilers were installed by Messrs 
Jeffries and Company. 

Gas Panet Heatrnc.—An interesting de 
velopment in the use of gas for heating 1 
the system of panel heating which has just 
been installed in a private house in Lon 
The panels, called ‘‘ Gas-rads,”’ are the result 
of a considerable amount of research v 
carried out by Mr. A. H. Barker, M. Inst 
C.E. They consist of flat or ornamentally 
enamelled iron plates firmly attached ‘at 
against the wall or flush with the surface 
of the plaster. Each panel is provided with 
an internal gas burner and means for lis 
tributing the heat from the gas flame over 
the whole surface of the plate. Posi! ive 
means are previded for abstracting the } 
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ducts of combustion and discharging them 
at any convenient point into the open air. 
The plate has a series of inter-connected pipes 
cast ito it, and through these pipes bot 
water circulates, the water being heated up 
by a small Bunsen burner playing into a tube 
whch runs through the centre of one of 
the lower horizontal water pipes forming part 
he panel. Each panel-has its own con- 
cealed gas burner, and the heated products 
ot combustion, when drawn through the 
wa'er-jJacketed tube already referred to, im- 
palit their heat to the surrounding water, 
which in turn imparts its heat to the sur- 
face of the panel. One small centrifugal fan 
is used to draw the products of combustion 
though the tubes in a number of these 
loc lly heated panels and thence into a small 
common trunk pipe, from which they are 
discharged (almost cold) into the outer air. 
The working details of the system are of 
interest. No gas can reach the burners in 
the individual panels until the fan is work- 
The switching-on of the fan automati- 
caily turns on the gas supply to the burners 
in the panels. Again, the valve to the burner 
on each panel does not open unless the small 
y pass near the burner head (fed by a 
irate gas supply pipe) is alight. When 
the by-pass is alight its flame impinges on a 
sn all spring, which automatically opens the 
valve of the gas burner. If the by-pass is 
alight the small spring keeps the valve 
the burner closed; when the by-pass is 
al'ght the valve remains open. Thus it will 
be setn that no burners can have a supply 
of gas until the fan is started up, and, 
further, that this supply of gas does not 
pass through any burner head unless and 
until the by-pass is alight. If it is desired. 
refore, to have only a few of the panels 
iction at any time, all that need be done 

is to turn out the by-passes of those which 
not to be used. There is no possibility 
any individual burner being turned on if 
by-pass is not alight. No products of 
combustion enter the room. While with this 
system nearly the whole of the gross heat 
contained in the gas consumed can be gener- 
‘d and utilised exactly where and when 

it is required, it should be pointed out that 
the panels do not at any time attain a high 
temperature. This is one of their main ad 
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vantages, as it has been found that a room 
heated by low temperature radiation is more 
comfortable to live in than one with exactly 
the same amount of heat provided by radia- 
tors with a higher temperature which heat 
mainly by convection. 

The radiators are supplied in several forms. 
One is a flat panel for attaching to the wall 
of a building. This can be ornamented to 
conform with any scheme of decoration, o) 
be left plain for fixing flush with the wall. 
Another is in the form of an ornamental dado, 
indistinguishable from a natural wood dado of 
any design, Another is in the form of a 
skirting Tonee similar to the wood skirting 
found in almost every room. A fourth design 
is in the form of a window board for covering 
the wall or the recess under any window. 
Installations of these ‘‘ Gas-rads” can be 
provided with an air thermostat fixed in one 
of the rooms, and this will automatically 
control the temperature and the gas consump- 
tion. The installation in the house in ques- 
tion consists of 34 panels built up of sections 
varying in size from 30 in. to 18 in. wide by 
16 in. deep, and is capable of heating the 
entire house without using any other method 
of heating. 

Cooker Design anv Frnisu.—The year has 
seen a marked growth in the popularity of 
the gas-cooker finished in enamels of attrac- 
tive colourings. Thermostatic control of oven 
temperature Is already incorporated in a num- 
ber of cookers of different makes. Coke 
boilers are also being finished in enamels to 
match those of the cookers, and are being 
fixed in large numbers at the sides of the 
cookers, in tiled recesses. In many cases gas 
poker burners (of which more will be said 
later) are being provided for the quick light- 
ing up of the coke. 

Water Hearers.—The most notable de- 
velopment in the use of gas for domestic 
water heating during the past year has been 
the growing popularity of what may be 
termed the gas ‘‘ thermal storage heater’”’ 
for providing kot water for domestic pur- 
poses. These heaters consist of a combination 
of gas water heater and storage tank, the 
latter very thoroughly lagged. For the small 
house there is now on the market a heater 
of this type which consumes a maximum of

only 10 cubic feet of gas per hour; and this 
consumption is automatically reduced to 14 
cubic feet an hour when all the water in the 
tank is fully heated up. The lower rate ot 
burning is sufficient to maintain the desired 
temperature indefinitely until water is drawn 
off, when the consumption automatically goes 
up to 10 cubic feet. One of the important 
advantages of this heater is the fact that the 
very low maximum consumption renders the 
provision of a flue unnecessary, For the 
larger household in which several baths may 
be required in quick succession there are, of 
course, larger heaters of the same type, but 
with a larger maximum consumption to speed 
up the heating of water during times of maxi- 
mum demand. These are lagged on the same 
efficient lines as the lower capacity heaters, 
so that during slack periods the ‘‘ cut-down 
consumption is again surprisingly low. 
Another feature of this type of heater is its 
attractive cream cellulose finish, which makes 
it possible to keep the appliance clean with 
a minimum of labour. 

A New Bayonet CoNNECTION FOR FLEXIBLE 
Tuses.—One or two other developments in 
the application of gas deserve special men- 
tion. The first is a small device which 
will undoubtedly lead to the extended use 
of gas appliances which depend for their 
connection to the gas supply on flexible tubes 
—gas irons, poker burners, standard and table 
lamps, curling-iron heaters, and the like. It 
consists of a ‘‘ bayonet ” fitting which, by a 
simple push and turn, connects the inlet end 
of the flexible tube to the gas supply, the re- 
verse action disconnecting it with equal ease. 
Difficulty has been experienced in the past 
in the provision of a sound connection which 
can be made and broken quickly in the same 
way as the ordinary electric wall plug. The 
new bayonet fitting has now satisfactorily 
overcome that difficulty. . 

Tue Poxer Burner.—With the increasing 
use of coke boilers in houses and also of 
smokeless solid fuel fires burning coke or 
some other form of smoke-free solid fuel 
such as ‘‘ Gloco,’’ a demand has arisen for 
some quick and reliable means for igniting 
the fire. Gas poker burners are therefore 
being sold in rapidly increasing numbers. 
One of the latest models is of attractive ap- 
pearance and finish and is quite inexpensive. 
If the flexible tube by means of which it is 
connected to the gas supply ipe is equipped 
with the bayonet a already described, the 
one poker burner can be used for lighting up 
not only the coke boiler but any other solid 
fuel fires in the house, provided, of course, 
that a special socket is fixed at a convenient 
point near each fire. 

Linen Cupsoarp Heater.—Another new 
and long-needed gas appliance is the linen 
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cupboard heater. A problem which arises in 
many households otherwise well ~ a is 
a means for drying and airing clot 

doors. The plan of fixing the hot water 
storage tank in the airing cupboard has much 
to be said in its favour; but there are nume 
rous houses in which this either has not been 
done or cannot be done, and the lack of a 
heated cupboard is felt. A small gas heater 
has now heen designed for fixing in the bot- 
tom of an ordinary unheated linen cupboard, 
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WHAT CONSTITUTES 


VENTILATION IN THE LIGHT OF 
MODERN SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 


Untit a few years ago a considerable in- 
crease in the percentage of carbon dioxide in 
the air which human beings had to breathe 
was looked upon with alarm. There is, of 
course, a limit beyond which pollution of the 
atmosphere by carbon dioxide cannot .be per-

thereby converting it into an effective airing 
cupboard. It is inexpensive—the cheapest 
form selling at under £l—and is being manu 
factured in various materials and finishes 
in asbestone and aluminium, in painted and 
galvanised iron, and in an enamel finish. It 
1s easily installed by connecting it to the 
nearest gas point. On the assumption that 
the shelves of the cupboard have space to 
allow of the upward passage of hot ai 
through them, the only other work involved 
is the drilling of a few small holes (top and 
bottom) in the sides or the door of the cup 
board. The appliance is absolutely safe, the 
small gas flame which provides the heat being 
enclosed in the casing. 


Gas Wasnine Macuhines.—Finally, there 
ure now several efficient washing machines 
on the market in which gas is used as the 
economical agent for heating the water. Re 
cently over 70 machines of one make were 
installed in houses in a small area in Surrey 
during a period of six months; and several 
hundreds of another make of machine were 
sold during the run of the last ‘Ideal Home 
exhibition in London.

nevertheless, modern scientific 
research has furnished proof that this gas, 
which is more commonly known as carbonic 
acid (CO,) is comparatively harmless, even 
when it is present in considerable volume in 
the air we breathe. 

Owing in a large measure to British 
scientific research, we now know that the 
most harmful qualities and constituents of 
a polluted and unhealthy atmosphere are heat 
stagnation, microbic infection, and dust. It 
may, however, be pointed out that the per 
centage of carbonic acid gas that is present 
in the atmosphere is still a fairly reliable in- 
dication of its purity or otherwise, this being 
due to the fact that when a high percentage 
of CO, is present it is almost invariably the 
case that the more potent dangers just men- 
tioned are also present to an extent which 
may prove injurious, and even dangerous, to 
human beings 

From 1775 onwards into the earlier part of 
the nineteenth century, valuable researches 
in connection with ventilation were carried 
out by Larosier, Von Pettenhofer, Hermans, 
and others, and the theory that an unsatis- 
factory state of the atmosphere was due to 
overheating, rather than to carbon dioxide 
or to organic impurities, was put forward by 
Hermans, of Amsterdam, in 1833; this 
theory, however, in the absence of proof, 
failed to secure the attention it deserved. 

At Breslau, in 1905, Fligge and his helpers 
carried out some very interesting experiments 
in connection with ventilation, the result 
being that the researches of Hermans were 
confirmed and amplified. But it is to the 
comparatively recent labours and investiga- 
tions of British scientists that we are mainly 
indebted for information that proved to be a 
reliable basis for the principles of modern 
scientific ventilation, and that furnished 
proof that the most dangerous state of the 
atmosphere is that which causes heat stagna- 
tion around the bodies of human beings. 

Professor Leonard Hill, M.B., F.R.S.. who 
is still engaged in research work at the 
National Institute for Medical Research, 
Hampstead, having satisfied himself that car- 
honic acid gas in the atmosphere was not as 
dangerous as it was generally supposed to be, 
carried ont a number of exceedingly valuable 
experiments connected with ventilation at 
the London Hosnital. The experiments frr- 
nished proof of the immortance of keeping the 
air in movement, and down to the correct 
temperature; this being necessary not only 
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HARMFUL AIR? 


for breathing but also in order that the body 
may lose heat. This loss of heat makes 
possible the generation of additional heat by 
chemical and physical processes within the 
body, the result being a beneficial stim 
tion of the skin and a tendency to keep 
healthy. Another matter of considerable 
portance is that the humidity of the air sl 
be kept relatively low. The experiments ; 
proved that although air movement may 
far removed from actual ventilation, yet 
movement alone, without air change, may 
‘wove beneficial to our well-being. 

Professor Hill has placéd at the disp: 
of the ventilating engineer much valuable 
formation connected with the atmosphere a 
ventilation : the following is of outstand 
interest :—Patients suffering from tube 
losis are sent to the mountainous districts 
Switzerland and other countries, in order t 
they may have every chance of making 
thorough recovery, yet in those high altitu 
there is a lower percentage of oxygen prese 
owing to the increased rarity of the atro- 
— than is the case in a well-filled dar 

hall in London; this indicates that an vn- 
healthy atmosphere is less likely to be due 
to a low percentage of oxygen, or a high per- 
centage of carbon dioxide, than to the m 
dangerous evils associated with heat stag 
tion, microbic infection, and dust. A pers 
who does not suffer from heart disease, 
is otherwise healthy, may take no harm 
for a time he breathes in an atmosphere con- 
taining no more than 12 per cent. of oxyge! 

With regard to the chemical characteristic 
of the air, so far as oxygen and carbonic a 
gas are concerned, there is never enoug 
difference to have any effect upon our healt! 
We always keep 13 or 14 per cent. of oxyg 
and about 5 per cent. of carbonic acid, in ¢ 
lungs, and the respiratory centre manages 
keep the quantities about right. Only 
quite closed places, such as submarines, 
in mines, deep wells, or where carbor 
monoxide has to be contended with, is there 
any real danger. 

Carbon dioxide, in crowded rooms and 
other places, may rise to 0.5 per cent., and 
have no physiological effect other than to 
deepen the breathing a little. At Professo 
Hill’s request, an old miner allowed himself 
to be kept in a chalk dug-out having a capa 
city of 900 cubic feet only ; the small entrance 
was closely curtained. After two hours the 
carbon dioxide had not increased to more 
than 0.5 per cent. The old miner suffered

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no discomfort beyond having to breathe a 
ittle more deeply. 

Efficient ventilation will ensure satisfac- 
tory air movement. When there is not satis- 
factory movement of the air we get that 
highly dangerous condition of the atmosphere 
indoors that is associated with stagnant air 
having a high temperature and a high per- 
entage of moisture (humidity). When the 
temperature of saturated air reaches the tem- 
perature of the human body, the latter ceases 
to lose heat. If the temperature of the air 
exceeds that of the body, heat passes from 
the air to the body. No human being can 
long survive continued exposure to a 
saturated atmosphere having a higher tem- 
perature than that of the body. 

Human beings can endure much higher 
temperatures when the air is dry than when 
it is humid. In dry air the human body is 
kept cool because perspiration quickly 
evaporates from its surface. But when the 
atmosphere is laden with moisture there is 
only a relatively slight heat loss by evapora- 
tion, and under such conditions people often 
express their discomfort by saying “It is 
a muggy day.” 


Some Important Points. 


Efficient ventilation may be lacking even 
when there is no shortage of oxygen and no 
excess of CO,; this is due to the air having 
a temperature, and a percentage of humidity, 
that are too high, and because it is uot kept 
in satisfactory movement. Under ordinary 
conditions, whenever the percentage of CO, 
in occupied buildings does not rise above the 
normal it will generally be found that there 
is sufficient air change and movement to pre- 
vent heat stagnation and tu ensure that de- 
sirable and beneficial state of the atmosphere 
to which we apply the term “ satisfactory 
veatilation.”* 

hen a person Jeaves a normally pure 
atmosphere and enters a crowded place, 
such as a dance-hail, a somewhat unpleasant 
smell is noticed at first; this, however, 
quickly passes off. The unpleasantness, 
therefore, appears to be mental rather than 
physical. Within the past few months a well- 
known authority has expressed the following 
opinion concerning vitiated air: ‘* We don’t 
like it until we become used to it, and after 
we have become used to it we no longer 
care!”’ 

Recent researches have furnished us with 
the following interesting facts :—Men who 
were encouraged to do their utmost accom- 
plished 28 per cent. less work per day in 
an commepllens of 86 degrees F. with 
80 per cent. humidity thar: they did in a 
temperature of 68 degrees F. with 50 per 
cent. humidity. In a temperature of over 
90 degrees F., with high humidity, they 
felt dizziness, with physical weakness, nausea, 
and headache. If the supply of oxygen 
necessary for a healthy human body is 
divided into five parts, four-fifths are re- 
quired for bodily heat, and the other fifth 
for muscular work. 

Not long ago Professor Hill was making 
an examination of the mechanical ventilating 
plant in one of the best-known public build- 
ings in London. He found that the ventila- 
tion in the various rooms left much to be 
desired, and it was suggested that the speed 
of the fans should be increased in order that 
a volume of air sufficient to prevent heat 
stagnation should be discharged into the 
rooms. When the speed was increased, the 
large volume of air discharged into the 
rooms brought with it a considerable quan- 
tity of dust which had previously boon | ing 
in the sheet metal air ducts. From the fore- 
going it will be apparent that for mechani- 
cal ventilation to be satisfactory the follow- 
ing points must receive the careful considera- 
tion of the engineer :— 

(1) The volume of air furnished must be 
sufficient to prevent heat stagnation; it must 
also give the necessary number of changes 
per hour to ensure freshness. 

(2) The air ducts must be of sufficient in- 
ternal area, and the air openings sufficiently 
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large, to permit the necessary volume of air 
to be discharged into the rooms without per- 
ceptible air currents being set up. 

(3) After cleansing the air of dust and 
other objectionable matter, an air-condition- 
ing plant should be capable of imparting the 
desired temperature and the correct degree 
of humidity to the air that is discharged into 
the rooms and other places in a building. 

(4) Means should be provided for cleaning 
any parts of the ducts that are liable to be- 
come dirty. 

When a number of people are assembled 
indoors a considerable amount of heat is 
given off from their bodies. Each adult per- 
son gives off about 290 B.T.U. per hour, of 
which 191 units take the form of heat radi- 
ated to surrounding objects, and 99 units 
are given off as vapour. When so much heat 
and vapour are being given off, and heat 
stagnation has to be prevented, the need for 
sufficient change and movement of the atmo- 
sphere is easily understood. Careful and ex- 
tensive researches have proved that the total 
amount of heat generated within the human 
body varies from 396 to 1,584 B.T.U. per 
hour. 

In the course of a recent lecture Professor 
Hill said, ‘‘ In a chart showing the mortality 
rate per thousand in agricultural and indus- 
trial districts, due to respiratory diseases, 
there is a rapid rise between 55 and 65 years 
of age for the agricultural people, but the 
rise is much more rapid for industrial 
people. Agricultural people—all open-air 
workers in fact—have a better mortality rate 
than industrial people. It is fitting that in 
this connection we consider the subject of 
dust. We want to get rid of dast in the 
atmosphere because the cleansing mechanism 
of the bronchial tubes may get clogged by 
it. Some dusts are more harmful than others. 
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There is a high death-rate among miners 
working with silica dust, and with lead—a 
high death-rate due to phthisis. Silica dust, 
ra produces a slow chronic degenera- 
tion. in miners in Cornwall, granite 
workers, and workers in many other occupa- 
tions of this kind have an excessively high 
death-rate from phthisis. In the case of 
flint workers the death-rate is extraordinarily 
high; none of them live to be much over 
forty years of age. That kind of pernicious 
dust can be got rid of; its harmfulness is 
due not only to the hardness of the silica, 
but to its chemical action also. In the case 
of grinders, the dust can be got rid of by 
proper extraction ducts, and in mines by 
water sprays to lay it. There must also be 
exceedingly good ventilation.” 

Valuable researches connected with venti- 
lation are being carried out in most of the 
countries of Europe, and also in America. 
At Pittsburg, the Research Laboratory of 
the U.S. Bureau of Mines, working in co- 
operation with the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice, the American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers, and other technical 
bodies, has accomplished much good work. 
Researches at Pittsburg revealed the fact 
that in the United States, ideal conditions 
for persons normally clothed were found to 
exist in an atmosphere having a temperature 
of 68 to 70 degrees F., with a relative 
humidity of about 37 per cent. 

In the British Isles, the relative humidity 
of the atmosphere suitable for various re- 
quirements is as follows :— 
Schools, offices, theatres,

MODERN ELECTRIC LAMPS 


Ix December of last year, at the Institu- 
tion of Electrical Engineers, the jubilee of the 
invention of the first practical electric lamp 
was celebrated. This invention was made by 
the great British experimentalist, Sir Joseph 
Swan. The ability to obtain artificial light 
without the presence of a naked flame was 
such an entire revelation that public interest 
was quickly aroused concerning the possibili- 
ties and convenience of this new form of light. 
Electric generating stations were set up all 
over the country with the sole purpose of 
providing electricity for lighting homes, fac- 
tories, offices, streets, etc., with the carbon 
lamps which Swan, and about the same period 
Edison, gave to the world. Swan’s original 
carbon lamp is at present housed in the 
National Science Museum at South Ken- 
sington. 

A veritable romance surrounds the de- 
velopment of the electric lamp. At the con- 
clusion of the last century, scientists all the 
world over were endeavouring to find a sub- 
stitute for the carbon filament, which would 
enable a bright and efficient lamp to be ob- 
tained which did not blacken unduly during 
the course of its life. It was known that only 
metals of very high melting point which 
could endure a high temperature would sur- 
vive the intense heat at which lamp filaments 
were operated. The first practical metal 
lamp employed a filament of the rare metal 
tantalum and operated at an efficiency much 
higher than that of the carbon lamp. Later, 
a filament made of tungsten was evolved for 
use in electric lamps, and was found to be 
much more suitable than any other material, 
both on the score of its strength and its 
ability to give more light for « given amount 
of electrical energy consumed. ; 

A further great advince in the production 
of light took place with the introduction of 
the gasfilled lamp. With the gasfilled prin- 
ciple it is possible to produce a very much 
brighter lamp, and one giving considerably 
more light than is obtained from a vacuum 
lamp of the same size. It will be gathered 
that so far the major activities of lamp manu- 
facturers have been towards producing more 


and more efficient lamps, that is to say, elec- 
tric lamps which will give more light for a 
given amount of electrical energy consumed. 
A new problem then arose—that of glare. 
The bright light sources cause discomfort to 
the eyes, and frequently discount the advan- 
tages of the greater amount of light available. 
Gloomy lighting is nowadays inexcusable, be- 
cause electric lighting is now vastly cheaper 
than ever before. e cost of electricity for 
lighting purposes has fallen by no less than 
38 per cent. during the last five years, while 
electric lamps now cost only 48 per cent. of 
their 1920 price. Gloom can, therefore, be 
abolished by providing more light at but very 
little extra cost, while glare becomes largely 
a question of adequately screening the bright 
filament of the lamp, either by enclosing it in 
diffusing fittings or by the use of the 
recently introduced glareless lamps. 

Many efforts have been made to produce 
glareless lamps by providing the bulb with a 
diffusing medium. In earlier attempts the 
outside of the bulb was frosted, and this 
largely achieved the desired result. In other 
instances the bulbs were formed of thick opal 
glass. In the case of the outside frosting, 
while fairly efficient when clean and new, the 
light output of the lamp very rapidly de- 
teriorated owing to the accumulation of dirt 
and dust on the exterior, while in the case 
of the old opal lamps the loss of light was 
considerable. The evolution of the inside 
frosted lamp and the modern opal lamp, 
which consists of a thin skin of opal glass 
superimposed upon an otherwise crystal clear 
glass bulb, hag largely eliminated these 
troubles. Contrary to general anticipations, 
the anti-glare qualities of the “‘ Pearl’’ and 
‘Opal’ lamps do not involve any great 
sacrifice in light. As a matter of fact, the 
‘** Pearl ’’ lamp has the efficiency of 98 per

RECURRING DEFECTS: THEIR CAUSE, 
PREVENTION AND CURE.—XIII 


By J. R. 


Domestic Water Supplies. 


Tue abnormal] conditions prevailing last 
winter, when burst pipes were so frequent 
and numerous, led to much correspondence 
in both the technical and Jay Press. The 
bulk of the published letters were very 
critical concerning architects, builders and 
plumbers, and their services were adversely 
compared with those rendered by the 
motor-building engineer. In the main, this 
criticism rested on unfounded assumptions, 
and lost much of its force by reason of its 
obvious lack of an understanding of the 
technical difficulties requiring to be over 
come before we can arrive at anything like 
a foolproof house. 

Probably in no branch of buiiding 
has such a great advance in_ general 
knowledge and practice been made during 
the last forty years as in regard to the 
plumbing arrangements of the average 
domestic building. ‘This advance, though 
continuous, has been so gradual as to escape 
in part even professional] recognition, and 
the public at large have little conception of 
the great improvements made in domestic 
plumbing both as regards efficiency and 
sanitation. 

But great as is the progress made, the 
average water supplies and fittings are not 
yet by any means perfect. ‘his is par- 
ticularly so in the smaller class of house, to 
which my articles are mainly devoted. This 
1s certainly one of those points which would 
well repay closer study on the part of the 
young architect desirous of proving that, 
apart from appearances, he can render such 
other services as to make the payment of his 
fees a first-class investment, 


Common Fallacies. 

The many surviving faults in regard to 
domestic hot and cold water supplies can 
generally be traced to common fallacies 
founded on old-time practice and to 
intellectual laziness. I do not propose here 
to deal with them, except on broad lines, 
with a view to demonstrating that the sub- 
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the kitchen fire is let out at the earliest 
possible moment the small reserves are soon 
vxhausted, and the gas-ring is again resorted 
to. Now a small independent boiler, 
vapable of burning coke, cinders and dry 
refuse is not a costly fitment. Kept going for 
twenty-four hours, the cost of the fuel will 
be more than saved by the reduction of coal 
consumed by a range only used for baking 
and top boiling. Fitted with a self-regulat- 
ing damper and banked up at might, it 
requires no attention until morning. With a 
sufficiently large cylinder abundant supplies 
of hot water are always available at a pre- 
urdained temperature. Ths has other 
advantages that I will refer to later, when I 
come to dea] with the run of the pipes, and 
is incomparably more efficient po economi- 
cal than the range-back boiler. 

Fattacy No. 3.—“That the effective 
amount of hot water available can be in- 
creased by using a larger cylinder with the 
range boiler.” This is true in only so 
limited a degree that for all practical pur- 
poses it is a fallacy. ‘The amount of hot 
water is strictly limited by the area of 
boiler surface exposed to the fire. It is a 
very exceptional boiler that will heat 30 
gallons of water through 70 degrees within 
an hour and a half of the fire being lit. 
The average arched type supplied with the 
usual kitchen range suitable for a small 
house will only deal with about 20 gallons 
in the first hour and a half, and 20 gallons 
per hour thereafter. Thus, raising the 


temperature from 50 to 120 degrees provides 
only sufficient water for one hot bath, wit! 
a gallon or two over for use at the lavatory 
and sink. For this type of boiler, a 
cylinder of 25 gallon capacity is about 
sufficient under ordinary circumstances to 
ensure that even when undrawn upon for a 
considerable length of time the water shal] 
not reach boiling-point. To fix a larger 
cylinder to it, merely increases the amount 
of heat lost by radiation. Rule: Calculate 
heating capacity of boiler, and add 25 per 
cent. for cylinder capacity in gallons per 
hour through 70 degrees. 

Fatuacy No. 4.—‘ That to fix a cylinder 
at a considerable distance from the boiler, 
where the heat lost by radiation may serve 
a linen closet, is a good and economica! 
arrangement.” 

This is wrong for many 
involves an unnecessary and undesirable 
length of primary flow and return pipes. 
These pipes should be of the largest bore 
on the whole system, and as direct as pos- 
sible; any increase in the distance to which 
they extend is consequently uneconomical. 
Cylinders are often placed near bathroom 
ceilings under the mistaken impression that 
by this means the pressure at the bath tap 
is increased. This is due to a confusion 
of thought which would apply methods 
suitable to the tank system to the cylinder 
system. Much can be lost and nothing 
gained by it except a very small reduction 
in the first cost of the cylinder; that is very 
decidedly not worth while. I will deal with 
this question of tank or cylinder later on. 
All hot water drawn off should originate 
from immediately above the cylinder, i.e., 
off the exhaust pipe. This is where the 
water is hottest, but the chief reason apart 
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ject is one much in need of the architect’s 
personal study and attention. 

Fattacy No. 1,--‘That the average 
Englishman prefers a cold bath in the morn- 
ing.’’ Nothing of the sort; the constant 
complaint received by plumber and builde 
from the servant’s quarters is that: “Master 
goes on about his bath because I cannot get 
hot water quickly enough in the morning. 
Cannot you make it draw better?” 

Fattacy No. 2.—“That the most economi- 
cal method of obtaining hot water for 
domestic use is by means of a boiler to the 
kitchen range.” ‘This is usually a great and 
costly mistake. The demand for early hot 
water in the average household is insistent. 
To meet it, the kitchen fire is lit at a much 
earlier hour than it need be, and kept going 
with expensive, fast-burning coal and with 
the boiler damper full out in an endeavour —aee | 
to cope with the baths. Meanwhile, hot aia = 
water ig wanted in the kitchen, and all the -_—— il 
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top rings of the gas stove are at work 
getting this, more especially if it is a house | 
addicted to late suppers, or it is the morn- 
ing after the servant’s night out. The oven 
in the range cannot be brought properly 
into use until after the boiler has had full 
use of the fire for a sufficient length of time, 
and, consequently, the gas oven is requisi- 
tioned for the preparation for breakfast. At 
lunch-time there is a fair supply of hot 
water, but by that time the demand is small, 
and most of the heat is wasted by radiation. 
There is also a good supply in the evening 
in the winter months, but when in summer 
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m this is that this method insures that 
he cylinder cannot be accidentally emptied, 
hich makes for safety and lessens any 
nger of burst or collapse. If placed as 
yse to the boiler as practicable, it is un- 
jely that ata later date an extension pipe 
some new service will be either ignor- 
stly or carelessly connected below it. But

Farracy No, 5.—‘‘ That any convenient 
ace will do for the cold water storage tank 
,long as it is above the highest point at 

hich hot water is drawn off.” 

This is a very common mistake affecting a 
reat number of existing systems. Granting 
hat sufficient head can be obtained, no 

tter place can be found for this tank than 

se up to the chimney taking the boiler 
ne. Any horizontal travel of the feed pire 
himinishes the pressure, and consequently 
be rate of feed.

In specifying 
od planning pipe runs and sizes, it is of 
be utmost importance te remember that 
aly as much hot water can be withdrawn 
scan be readily replaced by cold from the 
raga tank in the same period of time.

Fartacy No. 6.—‘‘ That the preparation 

a plan or detail showing the pipe runs is 
lificult, or presents so many technical ccn- 
ijerations that it is best left to the prac- 
cal plumber.” ; 
This fallacy arises from intellectual laz'- 
ss, Ihe requirements of the local uuthori- 
ies compel the architect to plan drains. 
Planning water pipe runs is at least as 
steresting, and would not involve any 
loser preliminary study in order to attain 
he necessary ability. I do not fer a 
mment say that a great many plumbers 

iid not prepare a sound and economical 
cheme, but it is not wise to delegate this 
mrt of the design. If an architect can 
‘irly and accurately judge the respective 
merits and demerits of half-a-dozen schemes 
ubmitted in competition, then he is quite 
capable of preparing his own and should 
do so. Any other course is a confession of 
weakness. 

‘4s I said above, thanks largely to the 
Association of Registered Plumbers, great 
progress has been made both as to theory 
and practice. Many thoroughly sound and 
practical text-books are available, and some 
f them are so delightfully written as to 
make the study of them a pleasure rather 
thn a drudgery. What is now wanted is 
a more thorough understanding by the 
architect of the limitations imposed by goud 
practice, so that this matter may receive 
the consideration it merits when he is pre 
paring his general design. As it is, it is 
not unusual to find the sanitary fittings. 
ete., so scattered as to make it impractic- 
able to serve them on sound economical 
lines. I shall return to this question of 
the influence of grouping on cost and service 
later on. The attached sketch roughly 
illustrates the sort of thing I have in mind, 
and perhaps it will be found suggestive of 
methods of guarding against frost, which is 
a subject I will also return to later.

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ARBITRATION 


CORPORATION’S HOUSING DISPUTE. 


A claim for the balance of an account for 
work done and materials provided, amounting 
to £3,481 13s. 2d., made by R. and S. Smith, 
builders, of Orford, against the Corporation, 
was heard at an arbitration court, opened at 
the Warrington Town Hall, on September 17. 
The claim was in respect of the erection of 
112 A.3 type houses (48 on the Reynolds 
Street site and 64 on the Bewsey Estates) as 
per contract dated March 8, 1927; and to 
extras done on the sites by applicants at the 
respondents’ request. The total amount of 
the contract was £50,002 4s. 1ld., of which 
£46,520 11s. 9d. had been paid on account, 
leaving a balance of £3,481 13s. 2d. Appli- 
cants also sought to recover the interest on 
the balance from August 1, 1928, till payment 
or judgment. 

The arbitrator was Mr. Francis Jones, 
F.R.1.B.A., of Manchester. Mr. W. T. Cres- 
well, barrister, of London, instructed by 
Messrs. Unsworth and Son, solicitors, repre- 
sented the applicants, while Mr. C. H 
Spafford, barrister, of Manchester, instructed 
by the Town Clerk, represented the Corpora- 
tion. 


In his summing-up of the case for the 
Corporation, Mr. Spafford said it was inti- 
mated that certain roads were to be erected 
or certain fillings were to be done and had 
not been done. If the arbitrator looked at 
the lay-out plans he would see that certain 
roads were shown and named, There were 
certain other roads also shown which were 
not named, and it was obvious to the con- 
tractor, who was compelled, by Clause 1 of 
the specification, to view the site and see 
what roads were done. He told them that 
day that he viewed the site, and there was 
no sign of any roads being done. Therefore, 
he could not have been misled. If they 
turned to the contract, they would find that 
there was no provision for the making of 
roads, no provision for filling or for draining. 
Il: was not sufficient if somebody had made a 
verbal statement that roads would be done, 
because it ought to have been in writing. 
Until there. was that obligation, there was 
no liability on the Corporation. 

Mr. Creswell, replying for the claimants, said 
that there was no question about it that the 
contractors had sustained a very considerable 
loss, They had suffered, also, in this respect, 
that at the present moment there was a 
memorial of work that had had to be aban- 
doned. It must be obvious that there had 
been no attempt to call upon the contractors to 
complete those buildings; in other words, the 
position had been accepted which, in his sub- 
mission, was an admission of what the con- 
tractors had had to contend with in this 
contract. It was open to the respondents to 
call upon the claimants to complete those 
houses at whatever the cost. The question 
had not been raised, and those houses stood 
as a memorial of what the conditions were 
under which the claimants had to perform 
this contract. His submission was that when 
an employer-—that was the Corporation in 
this case—entered into a contract, there was 
an obligation to do whatever was required so 
that the contractor could perform tis con- 
tract. If he, counsel, had been asked to 
advise the contractors as to their position, 
he should have advised them to abandon this 
work altogether and have left it open with 
the Corporation to take whatever steps they 
thought were necessary. Had the Corpora- 
tion given every facility to the contractors to 
perform their contract? They had _ not 
done so. 


Suggestions had been made as to how the 
contractors gained possession of a drawing 
which did not show dimensions of any kind. 
He had been at a loss to understand why 
there had been so much time spent on that 
question when, it seemed to him, that if the 
Town Clerk had been put into the box he 
could have cleared up the whole matter at 
once. His submission was that all of them 
should endeavour to elucidate the truth and 
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the facts and to present them to the arbi- 
trator and Jeave-them with him. 

‘It is a that the arbitrator will make 
his award in about a month’s time. 


THE FRENCH 
HOUSING PROBLEM 


A CORRESPONDENT writes :— 

There are discussions in Paris with a view 
to the creation of a Ministry of Housing, for 
the lack of accommodation is still acute, and 
the cost of building is steadily rising. The 
difficulty is partly due to the shortage of 
skilled building operatives, for, as was re- 
vealed by Mr. J. R. Cahill, the Commercial 
Counsellor at the British Embassy in Paris, 
in his recent official report, there is practi- 
cally no unemployment at present in France. 
The intense demand and the shortage of 
skilled men have enabled the operatives to 
increase their daily wages from about 
? francs in 1914 to 21 francs in 1921 and to 
30 francs or over at the present time. The 
total of approximately 5s. a day no doubt 
seems small in comparison with the wages 
paid in this country. But for Paris they 
appear to be very high, and therefore ex- 
periments are being made, as in the Garden 
City of Plessis-Robinson, in standardised 
construction. It is also urged that schools 
for the building industry should be set up 
especially for giving training in methods of 
standardisation. According to the advocates 
of this course, by standardising all fittings 
and dividing labour as far as possible, the 
problem of cheap housing can be solved. The 
Parisians are receiving an object-lesson in 
the use of standardised materials, owing to 
the payment of reparations in kind from Ger- 
many. Large supplies of window frames, 
both in wood and metal, of doors, baths and 
sanitary fittings, all manufactured in German 
factories, are being sent to France and show 
that the use of such materials produced on a 
large nee can effect apgnestabte reductions 
In costs, . 


BRISTOL’S HOUSING 
PROGRESS 


THERE was considerable discussion on the 
housing problem at a meeting of the Bristol 
Housing Committee, when plans for the new 
housing estate of 400 acres at Southmead were 
considered. The secretary said that it was 
hoped to start work on 200 houses there as 
soon as possible to keep bricklayers employed 
on the direct-labour scheme. Regarding an 
argument for development of the Bedminster 
site, the secretary pointed out that they 
might get something like 2,500 houses con- 
tracted for within the next twelve months. 

The chairman said the statement showed 
that 1,574 houses would be completed on all 
sites between this September and next Sep- 
tember, and they would have built about 
1,000 houses during the twelve months ending 
next March. 

A member pointed out that there were 
about 5,000 applicants for houses on the 
register, and they would be building about 
1,000 a year, so that it would take about five 
years to get rid of that number, without 
taking into consideration new applicants. The 
secretary thought that the 1,500 could not 
be increased unless some concrete programme 
was put forward. There were difficulties in 
the supply of bricks. 

The chairman said he felt that the Council 
should make an effort to get 2,000 houses a 
year, otherwise they would never catch up. 


Humber Tunnel or Bridge. 

A conference. of Yorkshire and Lincoln- 
shire public authorities at Hull have ap- 
pointed a committee to spend £5,000 in ob- 
taining plans and advice on the question of 
a bridge or tunnel across the Humber.

Employment in the Building Trade‘for August. 

There was a slight increase in the num- 
bers unemployed during August, says the 
Ministry of Labour Gazette, but employ- 
ment, taken as a whole, -was good or fairly 
good in most districts with skilled opera- 
tives, and generally moderate with unskilled 
workers. As compared with August, 1928, 
employment was not so good in Scotland, 
and showed little variation in London, the 
North-Western Counties of England, and in 
Northern Ireland ; it showed some improve- 
ment in the rest of England and in Wales. As 
regards individual occupations, employment 
was good, in most districts, with plasterers, 
carpenters and bricklayers, though some de- 
cline was shown with the latter class. The 
demand for plasterers and bricklayers ex- 
ceeded the supply in a few districts. Em- 
ployment was fairly good with masons, and 
fair to fairly good with plumbers; it showed 
little change with painters, remaining fairly 
good with skilled men at most centres. Em- 
ployment was again quiet with slaters, and 
moderate, on the whole, with tradesmen’s 
labourers. As compared with August, 1928, 
employment was at about the same level 
with painters and slaters, but showed an 
improvemént with most of the other classes 
of operatives.

Manufacture of Glazed Tile Surrounds. 
The age tile fireplace is becoming in- 
easingly popular these days, and with 

this growing popularity great variety of 
lours and designs have arisen. Tiled 
replaces can now be made to colours that 
ill harmonise with existing colour schemes, 
the particular period to which the house 

has *been constructed. We have received 
some details of the slabbing works of 

Messrs. Builders’ Merchants (London), 
td., of Thames Ditton, who manufacture 

the well-known range of “‘ Anchorite’”’ tile 

surrounds. Of particular interest was the 
rapid and efficient manner in which the 
siabbers built up these fireplaces from the 
loose parts. Surrounds are made on 
large slate or concrete tables termed 
siabbing benches, which naturally have to 
» absolutely level and true. The tiles are 
laced glazed face towards the bench, and 
special wooden forms and rods arranged to 
hold the outside tiles im their correct 
sition. Reinforcing iron, about 3 in. thick, 

generally placed on top of the tiles, the 
rods being blocked up so that they do not 
me in contact with the back of the tiles, 
and also that the slabbing cement may get 
all round it. The slabbing cement is then 
mixed to the right consistency, and poured 
1 to the tiles, which have already been 
well soaked to ensure a perfect bonding, and 
fter several hours have elapsed the sur- 
und is taken off the table, being then quite 
hard enough to handle with reasonable care. 

The surrounds are then well washed and 

the joints between the tiles are pointed with 
white waterproof cement, leaving a finished 
ticle which only has to be delivered to 

the builder who fixes it in its particularly 
allotted chimney breast. A feature of the 
works is the large stocks held, which give, 
, we understand, immediate delivery. 


A Report on Wood-paving. 
We give some extracts from a report on 
‘ Tungsec ’’ wood-paving by Professor 5. M. 
Dixon, of the Imperial College of Engineering 
and Technology, South Kensington.— The 
outstanding feature of this paving, says the 
report, “‘is the timber key of square cross 
section which spaces and keeps together the 
adjacent blocks in each line of blocks and 
also spaces the separate lines of blocks. This 
s arranged in the following mannor ;—In 
each heading end of each block a square key- 
ay (1 in. by 14 in. deep) is cut horizontally 
nd centrally and a wooden key of 1 in. 
by § ‘in. is nailed in the keyway at one 
end of each block, so that when the blocks 
re laid in one line the fixed key in one block 
fits into the corresponding keyway in the 
next block, giving § in. — The keys are 
made longer than the block is wide to give 
an average of 4 in. joint between each row. 
In this way each block is separated from its 
neighbours. by a t in. space all round, which 
; uninterrupted both along the bed and at 
the surface, and it is claimed that the mastic 
when poured flows easily round each block 
to the concrete foundation. Endurance tests 
n paving will naturally appeal to all engi- 
vers, bug laboratory tests may be carried out 
hich will show the special advantages of 
ny system of paving in resisting the forces 
tending to destroy it.”’ 
Various tests were made, we learn, and 
the Professor gives the following conclu- 
sions :—(1) In -‘Tenasee * paving the mastic 
flows freely all round each block, completely 
filling all the spaces. In this way water can 
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only penetrate into the blocks from the top 
surface, there being no spaces between the 
blocks by which the water can reach the 
foundation. 

(2) The key acts as a true expansion joint, 
— considerably when the pressure is 
released. The yield of the key under pres- 
sure is of the utmost importance in prevent- 
ing arching of the blocks from the foundation 
should they expand owing to absorption of 
water from the surface. 

(3) The resistance of the paving to “ creep- 
ing’’ is very remarkable, since without the 
key and with the necessary mastic at the 
heading joints the creeping might be expected 
to be very pronounced. The mastic is as 
necessary (perhaps more so) in the heading 
joints, as in the stretcher joints.

A Gas Fire Unit. 


The Storey Gas Fire Unit has been evolved 
by a firm of gas heating engineers in collabora- 
tion with an architect with the object of 
producing a low price gas fire set that shall 
be suitable for housing schemes and small 
houses generally. In many large housing 
schemes, especially in the North of England, 
the gas fire is now accepted as a heating unit 
in place of the coal fire, and generally the 
stock pattern gas fire is installed either in 
front of a cast-iron register or else a square 
yard of cheap tiles is fixed to form a back 
»y the builders, a compromise that means an 
inevitable lack of harmony in design and 
often on practical grounds entails a loss of 
heating disiente. The aim has been, then, 
in the ‘‘ Storey Gas Fire Unit ”’ to design a 
register back and hearth block which* follows 
the lines and fits closely to the gas fire, 
so that the whole set is a self-contained unit 
which may be fixed anywhere on an inner or 
outer wall. This back with its base block 
is made of vitrified stoneware glazed in a 
variety of good clean colours, it is practically 
indestructible, it is easily cleaned with a 
damp cloth, fixing is easy, there are no joints 
as the back is a_ single block, the 
largest it is possible to fire in the 
kiln (it stands 2 ft. 14 in. high) and 
an efficiently designed flue vent is provided 
to both back and gas fire. The gas fire 
itself deviates very little from the standard 
trade patterns. It has, we learn, been tested 
and proved to be thoroughly efficient : 
though small it will satisfactorily warm a 
room 12ft. by 12ft. in a few minutes.
